SEX ED AND 
PARENTS’ RIGHTS 


According to Sarah McNaught’s 
“Cityscape” (News, November 10), subti- 
tled “Sex educator vindicated for talking 
tough to kids,” a lawsuit brought in 1993 
against a controversial AIDS educator, 
Suzi Landolphi, was dismissed on October 
24 by the First US Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in Boston. 

Landolphi’s lawyer said, “This [AIDS 
education and sex ed] is a health issue that 
must be addressed, and basically the court 
ruling said if these kids or their parents 
were offended, then that is just tough.” 

After reading the Phoenix story and sev- 
eral quotes from the lawyer, I have more 
questions about a public-school system 
inviting a sex educator trained as a lecturer 
by AIDS Action Committee. Parents had a 
right to be upset, and I believe the federal 
court erred in concluding that no rights of 

students and parents 
had been violated by 
eaeewes mandatory atten- 
dance at a so-called 

AIDS-education stu- 
] dent assembly. 

I oppose any spe- 
cial-interest group’s 
using the public 
schools to advance 
its agenda with cap- 
tive audiences of stu- 
dents. | wouldn’t al- 
low the Christian 
Coalition into our 
schools any more 
than I would allow AIDS Action Committee. 

The case in Chelmsford, like an earlier 
one in Falmouth, where the school com- 
mittee allowed the distribution of condoms 
to junior-high and high-school students, 
shows the need for the so-called Parents’ 
Rights Bill now bottled up in the House on 
Beacon Hill. 

Schools are not parents and cannot take 
the place of parents. State Representative 
David Cohen (D-Newton) calls this legisla- 
tion the “parental interference bill” and has 
succeeded in getting the measure tied up in 
committee. 

If some liberals don’t like this bill, 
that’s one thing, but to bury it in com- 
mittee is politically incorrect, from this 
parent’s point of view. “Tough” talk 
from apparent arrogant liberals with a 
seeming disdain for parental rights is 
nothing but silly rhetoric.

MAKING BOOK 


Globe reporter collaborates with a Harlem legend 


Boston Globe reporter Howard Manly 
was looking for a book project. Dr. Walter 
Turnbull, founder and director of the 
renowned Boys Choir of Harlem, was look- 
ing for someone to tell his story. Boston lit- 
erary agent Ike Williams brought them to- 
gether. The result is Lift Every Voice: Expect- 
ing the Most and Getting the Best from All of 
God’s Children (Hyperion, 234 pages, 
$19.95). 

Despite having risen from cotton picker to 
opera singer, Turnbull sensed there was 
something missing from his life. And so, 26 
years ago, he began working with poor in- 
ner-city kids, transforming them into world- 
class musicians and, more important, turning 
their lives around. 

“He’s a beautiful man in that he honestly 
cares about the youth he comes in contact 
with,” says Manly. On the one hand, Manly 
says, Turnbull is “a very hard drillmaster” 
who instills discipline in his young charges. 
On the other, he’s a humanitarian, providing 
his singers with everything from clothing to 
emotional support. Clearly the Turnbull 
method works, transforming kids who might 
have been lost to drugs and crime into lov- 
ing, productive human beings. 

“We establish a positive environment for 
children to develop all of their skills,” Turn- 
bull tells Manly. “Once the heart is safe, the 
mind follows.” 

Although the book’s cover reads “by Dr. 
Walter Turnbull with Howard Manly,” 
Manly says Lift Every Voice was no ordinary 
ghostwriting project. Aside from conducting 
extensive interviews with Turnbull, Manly

scoured the municipal records of Turnbull’s 
Mississippi birthplace for slavery-era papers 
and other documents. Manly also inter- 
viewed past and present choir members and 
their families. (Turnbull's life and work with 
the choir is also the subject of a forthcoming 
movie being produced by Spike Lee.) 

For the most part, Manly says, Turnbull 
was easy to work with. But, he adds, “we 
had a few fights. Like I could never quite 
figure out the difference between picking 


cotton and chopping cotton. He’d say, ‘I can 
tell you’re from the North, Mr. Manly.’ ” 

So does Manly hope his first book be- 
comes a bestseller? “William Bennett’s book 
[The Book of Virtues] sold incredible num- 
bers, and it was just stories,” he says. “This 
is a real-life example. I think it has a huge 
market in the sense that everyone is talking 
about how to change the direction of youth 


in America.”

A classical 
station fine-tunes 


Since arriving at classical- 
music radio station WCRB 
(102.5 FM) about a year ago, 
program manager Mario Maz- 
za has introduced random 
surveys and focus groups that 
have resulted in changes to 
what he likes to call the “son- 
ic structure” of the station. 

The result: unprecedented 
success in the ratings. “The 
numbers have never been 
higher,” he says, crediting the 
changes with boosting the 
station to seventh overall out 
of the 40 or so stations in the 
Boston market. A year ago, 
he says, the station hovered 
around the | 0th spot. 

But this success, he con- 
cedes, has come at the ex- 
pense of the more difficult 
pieces with which the station 
used to challenge its listeners. 
Mazza says the numbers show 
that a majority of listeners 
like shorter works from the 
Baroque and early Romantic 
periods of the |8th and early 
19th centuries, and don’t 
much care for the bombastic 
symphonies and operas of the 
mid 19th century onward. 

Needless to say, this 
change in orientation has 
irked some longtime fans. 

“There are some people 
out there who fear that it 
threatens to become elevator 
music,” says one well-known 
media figure who asked not 
to be named. “The overall 
movement has been toward 
bland.” 

Mazza admits he’s heard 
from some of those same 
classical-music lovers. But he 
defends the changes as “giving 
more of the listeners more of 
what they want more often.” 
He adds: “As a businessper- 
son, whether | sell shoes or 
music, it’s important that | try 
to give people what they 
want rather than try to guess 
what they want, or force-feed 
them something | think they 
should want.”

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A ‘genius’ writes of 
and greenbacks 


Marc Shell, a professor of 
comparative literature at Har- 
vard, is intensely interested in ev- 
erything relating to money. And 
to listen to him, there is almost 
nothing that is not related to 
money. In a conversation on the 
subject, Shell — the very picture 
of the bearded, bespectacled in- 
tellectual — will tell you about 
the use of coca beans as a means 
of exchange among pre- 
Columbian Indians, about artists 
who have been prosecuted for 
forging currency, and about the 
enduring popularity of conspira- 
cy theories involving the Federal 
Reserve system. Along the way 
he’ll touch on Magritte, the In- 
ternet, and the European Eco- 
nomic Community. 

His interests wander all over 
the map. Over lunch recently, the 
professor, a 47-year-old Canadi- 
an expatriate, fretted about “this 
damn referendum” on statehood 
for his native Quebec. (He op- 
posed separation.) He bemoaned 
the rise of militias in America, 
and discussed his upcoming lec- 
ture on the subject of family pets 
at Tufts University veterinary 
school. 

Money, however, remains 
Shell’s central fixation. He is the 
author of Art and Money (Uni- 
versity of Chicago Press, 1995), 
a lavishly illustrated 212-page es-

say on what Shell calls “the vexed 
relation” between artistic expres- 
sion and currency. As erudite, 
freewheeling, and intermittently 
baffling as Shell’s conversation, 
Art and Money draws metaphori- 
cal connections between making 
art — especially Christian reli- 
gious art — and coining money. 
A dollar bill and a painting of 
Christ are alike in that they are 
visual representations of univer- 
sal abstractions (God, in the case 
of the painting; economic power, 
in the case of the bill). As such, 
they exert similarly powerful — 
and therefore competing — in- 
fluences in human life. 

Shell also finds room in the 
book to offer a controversial the- 
ory on the origin of the dollar 
sign — he claims it comes from 
the superimposition of the letters 
I, H, and S, which stand for a 







Latin phrase often seen in artistic 
depictions of the Crucifixion — 
and also discusses artist/jokesters 
who have used real money in 
their work. In 1968, for instance, 
conceptual artist Abraham Lubel- 
sky borrowed and displayed a 
bale of 250,000 one-dollar bills. 
The interest ran to $500. 

Money, Shell admits wryly, is 
an unlikely subject for a human- 
ist scholar; he says some aca- 
demic colleagues have regarded 
his studies as either unserious or 
somehow in poor taste. But he 
believes currency can be studied 
the same way books can. “If you 
read a text the right way you will 
find some great meaning,” he 
says. “Money is to value what 
language is to meaning.” 

Shell, until three years ago 
the head of the department of 
comparative literature at 
UMass/Amherst, now thinks 
about problems of art and cur- 
rency as the director of the 
wonderfully named Center for 
the Study of Art and Culture. 
He launched the Harvard-based 
center with some of the 
$275,000 he was awarded as a 
recipient of a MacArthur Foun- 
dation “genius” grant. Shell in- 
sists he’s no smarter or harder- 
working than lots of his col- 
leagues, but admits, “It’s fun 
being called a genius — more 
fun than some of the other 
things I’ve been called.”

How will Channel 68 balance baseball and talking heads? 


Ever since Boston University 
scooped up the Christian Science 
Church’s ill-fated Monitor Chan- 
nel two years ago, it has touted 
the renamed, retooled WABU- 
TV (Channel 68) as a serious 
outlet for local public-affairs 
broadcasting. 

So it’s understandable that sta- 
tion officials are a bit defensive 
about reports that Channel 68 
will broadcast 80 Red Sox games 
next year. 

“Our commitment to local 
programming is 
stronger than ever,” 
insists Eric Gold- 
stein, the station’s 
director of creative 
services. “Let’s keep 
in mind that local 
sports is local pro- 
gramming. There’s 
no reason to believe 
there can’t be com- 
patible co-existence 
between that local 
programming and 
the other local pro- 
gramming we're 
committed to.” 

Adds Gail Harris, 
director of special 
projects and the host 
of Extreme Close-Up: 
“You can’t get much 
more local than the 
Red Sox. I don’t see 
that it’s a problem to 
work around it.” 

Though it’s cer- 
tainly true that the 
Red Sox are local, it’s equally true 
that political junkies switching on 
Channel 68 next year are occa- 
sionally going to see Mo Vaughn 
staring down a pitcher instead of 
talk-show host Chuck Adler bat- 
tling a bureaucrat. 

And though it’s also true that 
the station’s prime-time public- 
affairs block, Monday through 
Friday from 8 to 10 p.m., won't 
be pre-empted by the Sox all that 
often (many of the games will 
take place late at night on the 
West Coast or on weekends), the 
baseball deal nevertheless calls 
into question the station’s long- 
term priorities. 

This, after all, is a station that 


leaped at the chance to affiliate 
with NBC last year, even though 
that would have meant the end of 
the station’s prime-time talking- 
heads programs, Adler On-Line 
(8 to 9), Consider This (9 to 
9:30), and Extreme Close-Up 
(9:30 to 10). 

Besides, local sports is a reli- 
able path to respectability for a 
new, low-rated, independent TV 
station. Channel 68 is already 
scheduled to broadcast more 
than 70 college football, basket- 





ball, and hockey games this year. 
Now that it has outbid WSBK- 
TV (Channel 38) for the Sox, 
might it at some point go after 
Channel 38’s agreements with 
the Celtics and the Bruins as 
well? Channel 38’s affiliation 
with the fledgling UPN network 
has created a conflict it could re- 
solve only by dumping its sports 
programming. 

“Right now our focus is on 
working out this contract,” re- 
sponds Goldstein, warning that 
the Red Sox deal, months in the 
making, could still fall apart. 

As local TV newscasts become 
faster-paced, with an increasing 
emphasis on crime and celebri-

- ties, Channel 68 is one of the few 


places where viewers can turn for 
a rational discussion of issues. 
Yet observers say it’s not surpris- 
ing that the station is looking for 
ways to boost its prime-time 
numbers. 

“I think it’s probably going to 
help the whole station,” says Jim 
Thistle, a former TV executive 
who heads the broadcast-journal- 
ism program at Boston Universi- 
ty. In the long run, he adds, the 
increased revenues the Sox bring 
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in should help the public-affairs 
programming as well, explaining, 

“A rising tide raises all boats.” 
Charlie Kravetz, news director 
of New England Cable News, 
agrees, saying, “I think from a 
business perspective this is proba- 
bly a very wise move on their part.” 
Adds Northeastern University 
journalism professor Jerry Berg- 
er: “I think Channel 68 has ac- 
knowledged the cold, hard reality 
that television today requires 
cash. Good public affairs doesn’t 
necessarily make for good televi- 
sion. There’s a reason why most 
public affairs is on Sunday morn- 
ings, when nobody watches TV.”

The Next Edition of One in Ten 
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by Al Giordano 


n 1970, Charles Reich’s best- 
selling The Greening of Ameri- 
ca applied countercultural val- 
ues to the problem of economic 
reform. A quarter-century later, 
as his brand of progressivism seems 
dwarfed by right-wing politics, Reich, 
67, has come out swinging. In his new 
book, Opposing the System (Crown 
Publishers, 240 pages, $23), he argues 
that it’s only a matter of time before 
America turns against the “Republican 
revolution” in Washington. Reich 
urges progressives to prepare a strate- 
gy for their rebound, empha- 
sizing the need for a revived 
protest movement and what 
he calls “constitutional curbs 
on corporate tyranny.” 

Crown has recently repub- 
lished The Greening of 
America, and Reich's ideas 
are getting new attention in 
the context of growing dis- 
content with Gingrichism. 
The Phoenix spoke with Re- 
ich, who spends a semester 
each year teaching at Yale 
Law School and the rest of 
his time writing in San Fran- 
cisco. Don’t give up hope, 
Reich tells progressives; in- 
stead, strategize.

Q: In order to write a book 
that urges people to confront 
the system, you must have felt 
some kind of calling. Is that 
so? 

A: I started at Yale Law 
School in 1960, already con- 
cerned that there was some- 
thing going wrong with 
American society, with the 
American dream. First | tried 
to approach it through my 
own legal work, and when 
that didn’t prove to be ade- 
quate, I started the book that 
ultimately became The 
Greening of America. Origi- 
nally, that book was not 
about the counterculture; | 
didn’t even know about the 
counterculture. But when I realized it 
had a very important place in this 
scheme of things, I included it in the 
book. I see the counterculture as being 
just the first of many efforts by Ameri- 
cans to correct this downhill path 
we're on. 

Q: But in Opposing the System, 
you’re also somewhat critical of the 
counterculture. 

A; It wasn’t radical enough. It didn’t 





| go far enough. The people didn’t have 
| a sufficiently long-term commitment. 
| They thought in a very romantic way 


that they could just make it all change 
overnight. They didn’t realize that it 
was a long battle ahead, and that they 


| were going to have to struggle. They 


made it seem too easy; they made it 
seem like too much fun. They were 
trying to change the way we live. Re- 
member, that’s what they said: “We 
want to live differently.” And by that 
they meant, “We want to live in a way 
that is more in accord with human val- 
ues.” There is something more impor- 
tant than working for the industrial 
machine, and they were right about 
that. So, I think that they were essen- 
tially correct, but they didn’t go far 
enough. 

Q: Is there common ground between 
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the counterculture and some of these 
right-wing phenomena, like militias? 

A: Absolutely, and the point that I 
make rather early in the book is that 
they all want the same thing. They feel 
powerless. The guys who were said to 
have blown up the federal building in 
Oklahoma City were feeling powerless, 
that America had been stolen from 
them. They could have been people on 
the left just as well as people on the 
right. The left has been more or less 
destroyed in this country, and so now 
all your crazies are going to turn up on 
the right. 

Q: Everybody agrees that there is 
something terribly wrong with society

right now, but no one can agree on 
what it is. Identify the problem for us. 

A: It’s a structural problem. We 
have the wrong kind of economics. 
Everybody needs economics, but they 
can be either on the side of human val- 
ues or in conflict with human values. 
Our kind of economics has become 
good for giant organizations and those 
who are at the very top. 

Economic growth does not bring 
prosperity to the working American. It 
does not bring more jobs. It brings 
worse jobs and also fewer jobs. Eco- 
nomic growth is not good for nature. 
It’s not good for the family. It’s not 
good for our spiritual lives. It is partic- 
ularly bad for democracy. One of the 
most important points | make in the 
book is that our economic structures 
are truly anti-democratic, dictatorial, 
and they operate from the top down. 
[The structures overlook] people 
down below, except as disposable 
parts of a machine. 

Q: In Opposing the System, you've 
introduced the term “economic govern- 
ment” to describe the corporate struc- 
tures that invade our lives in ways that 
the government can’t. 

A: Yes, these wide structures are 
governmental in nature, but they are 
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H: “Where are the other peo- 
ple out there who represent progressive ideas?”

not subject to the Constitution or the 
Bill of Rights. So they don’t have to 
tolerate free speech, they don’t have to 
tolerate political diversity, they don’t 
have to accord their employees fair 
procedures, and they can let somebody 
go after 25 years with just a good-bye 
at the end of the week. They don’t 
have to make commitments to people, 
and so in all of these ways they run 
counter to what we say are our most 
important values. 

Q: You write disparagingly about 
“unacknowledged change,” such as the 
kind brought about by technology. 
Hasn’t some technological change been 
positive? 

A: Sure, I enjoy a VCR, and 
I enjoy all the modern things 
that have come along. Tech- 
nology brings many benefits. 
But both economics and tech- 
nology need to be regulated 
to be sure that they produce a 
human result. They won't, 
just by themselves, be good 
for human beings. 

Q: You take issue with the 
term “private sector” because 
it doesn’t allow for a distinc- 
tion between individuals and 
corporations. 

A: It’s very deceptive to 
criticize big government and 
then not say a single word 
about corporate power, not a 
single word about these huge 
organizations in the so-called 
private sector. That’s dishon- 
est, because if big govern- 
ment were to disappear en- 
tirely, we would not be free. 
We would simply be subject 
to economic tyranny by the 
so-called private sector. As 
everybody who has a job and 
works for a big organization 
knows, there is a lot more 
regulation of the individual 
coming from the so-called 
private sector than from the 
public sector. 

Q: How do your ideas dif- 
fer from the ideas behind the 
New Deal? 

A: They’re an extension of 
the New Deal, which was an 
attempt to correct the raw chaos and 
disorder big business had brought to 
America at the time of the Great De- 
pression. There is a certain societal re- 
sponsibility to see that everyone is tak- 
en care of in a centrally managed econ- 
omy. There is a need for society to take 
responsibility for children, for old peo- 
ple, for people who can’t get a job. The 
New Deal was essentially a revision of 
the social contract. And it said, “We'll 
accept more central power, but in ex- 
change for more societal responsibili- 
ty.” We have breached that social con- 
tract. The repeal of welfare, the repeal 
of entitlements, to me, is a breach of 
the social contract. Society is not going 
to do its part of the bargain anymore, 
and people are just going to be allowed 
to drop through to the bottom. 

Q: Do you feel any optimism about 
the future? 

A: I’m pretty pessimistic in the 
sense that I think things are very 
bad. My optimism is the kind of op- 
timism that says that if we humans 
created this mess, we humans can 
correct it. But I don’t see a sign of 
anything happening, except bad 
things. | wonder, “Where are the 
other people out there who represent 
progressive ideas?” Q

War-torn 


Haunting Bosnian voices 
transform a Boston stage 


by Vicki Sanders 


n Monday evening, 

as President Clin- 

ton used television, 

the most powerful 

weapon in his pub- 
lic-relations arsenal, to plead with the 
American public about sending 
20,000 troops to Bosnia, a small band 
of performers in Boston was putting 
the finishing touches on a compelling 
polemic of its own. The medium: a 
bare-bones stage. The play: Letters 
from Sarajevo. The purpose: to pre- 
sent, in the name of peace, the haunt- 
ing, human side of the war. 

After nearly four years of Europe’s 
bloodiest conflict since World War II, 
few Americans understand what has 
been happening in the former Yu- 
goslavia. Even now, as the Serb fac- 
tions threaten to undermine the peace 
agreement reached last week in Day- 
ton, Ohio, many in the US wonder 
what to do. 

Kim Mancuso, artistic director of 
Boston’s Pilgrim Theatre, stopped 
wondering months ago. A new moth- 
er, she became obsessed with the im- 
ages of the Bosnian children she saw 
day after day in the newspapers. Her 
obsession turned into action, and 
eventually art, after she met Katherine 
Down, a composer and musician who 
worked with a Bosnian-relief organi- 
zation. Down introduced Mancuso to 
a 1994 book called Letters from Sara- 
jevo: Voices of a Besieged City (Ele- 
ment Books), by Italian-based jour- 
nalist and humanitarian-aid worker 
Anna Cataldi. The book is a compila- 
tion of letters, written by trapped 
Sarajevans, that Cataldi smuggled out 
of Bosnia during numerous trips in 
1992 and 1993. 

Thus began a collaboration that has 
resulted in the drama Letters from 
Sarajevo, now playing at the Boston 
Center for the Arts Theater. 


‘A fear of silence’ 

Creating the piece, says Mancuso, 
was gut-wrenching. “We were trying 
to find a way to celebrate rather than 
mourn the people of Sarajevo. The 
work needed to be about hope, not 
about tragedy. That’s been the most 
exhausting problem. The company is 
shredded emotionally from trying to 
honestly engage this material and cre- 
ate images that support how the lan- 
guage is both profound and everyday. 
The simple humanity of it is what is so 
deeply wounding.” 

With the letters as their founda- 
tion, Mancuso and Down gathered 
six actors and several musicians and 


set to work. Though numerous let- 
ter-writers come to life in the play, 
the script features two most promi- 
nently: Lada, an edgy, irreverent 
teenager; and Pavle, a soldier of con- 
science and passion. 

The two are complete opposites 
temperamentally, and Mancuso plays 
off their differences to give the work 
its wide dramatic range. 

Here’s Lada, a few months into 
the siege: “I am struggling to sur- 
vive in a slaughterhouse, hoping a

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had to tell you. My veins have been 
drained, and my arteries, kidneys, 
brain, heart. Everything; but what 
frightens me most is that my soul is 
now completely drained... . My 
loves, my little ones, forgive me. Don’t 
be angry with your papa because he 
has become so EMPTY. Completely 
EMPTY.” 

Many of the actors have become at- 
tached to the writers whose stories 
they tell, yet in most instances they 
have no way of knowing the fates of 
these Sarajevans. At a recent re- 
hearsal, one performer wondered 
aloud how she could go on if she 
learned that the woman she portrays 
is dead. 


Wounded psyches 

The structure of Letters from Sara- 
jevo — an abstract assemblage of 
starkly contrasting vignettes woven 
together by traditional ethnic songs 
and new compositions — is typical of 
the work of Pilgrim Theatre. Founded 
in Poland in 1986 by Mancuso and 
Kermit Dunkelberg, an actor and the 
company’s managing director, Pilgrim 
grew out of Jerzy Grotowski’s experi- 
mental, minimalist Polish Laboratory 
Theatre. 

Pilgrim Theatre rarely presents tra- 
ditional drama. Instead, the company, 
now located in Boston, uses a collabo- 
rative process to produce original 
work with artists from diverse cultural 
and linguistic backgrounds. Among 
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PAVLE, a soldier, to his wife: Should they force me to my 
knees, then know this — I have loved you with an enormous love. 


miracle will save me from the hands 
of an evil, merciless butcher. To ev- 
eryone else, we’re just a small 
Balkan country in the throes of a 
bloody war. Europe and America 
don’t give a damn.” 

Here’s Pavie, in December 1992, 
writing one of dozens of love letters 
to his wife, who had left the city at 
the onset of war: “I have been fight- 
ing in the hills around the city for 
days, in the snow and mud, against 
an enemy I do not hate, because I do 
not know how to hate, an enemy that 
I regard like the monster in the fairy 
stories that must be hacked to pieces 
with the sword, the impenetrable for- 
est around the castle of Sleeping 
Beauty.” 

In between, women courageously re- 
assure their displaced families, and men 
cave in under the pressures of war. 

From a mother to her children, 
these words: “We are now disfigured, 
deformed; we have a fear of silence, of 
the ghostly hush that makes our hair 
stand on end more than the sounds of 
shots and explosions.” 

And from a father to his daughters, 
the letter written a day before his 
death: “I am completely drained. | 


LADA, a teenager: If | could describe the horror that’s thump- 
ing inside me, a ferocious monster would come crawling out. 


Pilgrim’s recent productions is The 
Wild Place, inspired by the actual 
dreams of a woman expecting her sec- 
ond child, and Leonardo: Anatomy of 
a Soul, which searches for the con- 
nection between art and science in the 
notebooks of da Vinci. Leonardo was 
a project Mancuso and Dunkelberg 
started as guest artists at MIT, and it 
led to their appointments to the MIT 
teaching staff. 

Letters from Sarajevo has been a 
year in the making. Now its opening 
coincides almost exactly with the 
Bosnian peace agreement — a cease- 
fire that provides little solace to author 
Cataldi, who continues to journey to 
the embattled city. 

“I was there a month ago,” she says 
from her home in Italy. “It was the 
saddest of all my visits, because the 
people are so exhausted. Now is the 
toughest time.” The agreement alone, 
she believes, will not be enough to 
make the Sarajevans whole again. 
“What these people need is a lot of 
moral help,” she says. 

President Clinton may send Ameri- 
can troops to create military stability 
in Bosnia. But the harder work is re- 
pairing the wounded psyches of the 
war's civilian victims. And for that, 
all of America’s compassion will be 
needed. 

Letters from Sarajevo reaches across 
the Atlantic with its own potent en- 
treaty for help. “The voices of the 
people must be heard,” says Mancuso. 
“Theater is a humanitarian link. It’s a 
way of doing something for people.” 

With luck, even Lada may find 
peace: “Today, I walked in fresh 
blood,” she once wrote. “Blood that 
was still wet on the road.” 0

OF LEN BIAS

and the spanking-new video scoreboard plays a 90-second 
a ean a film clip of nostalgic highlights — there’s Havlicek stealing the ball, there’s Bird, there’s Red, there’s Russell . . . boom, 
boom, boom — and lasers beam around the stadium until the embarrassed starters finally jog out under a white-hot spot- 
n light. During the game itself, the scoreboard runs trivia questions and replays, and loudspeakers crank songs from Pearl 
Jam and U2 during timeouts. 

It’s 1995. There are 29 teams in the National Basketball Association today. If you close your eyes and listen to the 
sounds of the FleetCenter, the Celtics could be any one of them. If you open your eyes and watch them play, you realize 
they are any one of them. 

Nine years have passed since Boston won its 16th championship, the last prize of a remarkable run spread over three 

“ - decades and three different generations of teams. Boston always found a way. Always. There was always a new team to 

fleece, a new diamond in the rough, another veteran waiting to be rejuvenated. Maybe it was president Red Auerbach’s 

by Bill Simmons wisdom, the Garden’s magic, or the wily Leprechaun. Maybe it was all three. But the Celtics were undeniably different. A 
breed apart. The best. 

The ’86 championship team carried the torch, an unstoppable bunch that rolled off 67 wins during the regular season 
and squandered one home game all year. They had three players in their absolute prime (Kevin McHale, Larry Bird, and 
Robert Parish) and the number-two choice in the upcoming college draft, which they'd picked up from Seattle two years 
earlier. On June 19, a week after blowing Houston off the Garden parquet for the NBA title, the Celtics selected Len Bias 
from the University of Maryland. Around the NBA, shoulders sagged. An explosive forward with no weaknesses, Bias was 


actually dubbed “a taller Michael Jordan” by NBA scouts. 
It seemed almost unfair.

Except that Len Bias was a Boston Celtic 
for only two days. He flew into Boston on 
the 20th for a press conference, beaming, 
saying all the right things, promising to re- 
turn for the Celtics’ rookie camp in Au- 
gust. That night he flew back to Maryland, 
where his buddies threw him a huge off- 
campus bash. Somewhere along the line, 
cocaine was provided. Feeling young, feel- 
ing on top of the world, Bias snorted a few 
lines. 

The Celtics would never be the same. Bias 
went into cardiac arrest in the early morn- 
ing hours and was pronounced dead at 
8:30 a.m. 

“That’s it, right there,” says Sports Illus- 
trated writer Jack McCallum, who covered 
the NBA during the mid ’80s. “When Bias 
died, that seemed to begin a run of luck 
against the team that defies imagination. 
There just seems to be a cloud over the 
Celtics now that nobody can do anything 
about.” 


A string of bad luck 

After that fateful day in June, everything 
that could go wrong for the Celtics did. 
Their best two players, Bird and McHale, 
became hampered by injuries; they never 
played at peak again. Their aging patriarch, 
Auerbach, slowly phased himself out of 
day-to-day operations; the team would 
never adequately replace him. Boston failed 
to make trades to improve the team; the 
trades they did make bombed miserably. 
They drafted horribly — a jarring fact 
when you consider how many sleepers they 
unearthed in the college draft over the 
years. Ownership changed hands from 
Alan Cohen and Don Gaston to Gaston’s 
son, Paul, who emerged as a public-rela- 
tions nightmare. And the one shining light 
over the nine-year span — hometown boy 
Reggie Lewis, whom the Celts plucked 
from Northeastern in 1987 — died of car- 
diac arrest in July 1993, in the final, most 
crushing blow of all. 

Everything has changed. Today, aside 
from the two new expansion teams and the 
injury-riddled Cleveland Cavaliers, the 
Celtics have the worst roster of talent in the 
NBA, a group loaded with role players and 
devoid of stars. 

“This is a franchise that for three decades 
had everything go their way,” says the 
esteemed Boston Globe columnist Bob 
Ryan, who has been covering the team 
since the early ’70s. “Now, here they 
are. Something happened when Len 
Bias died.” 

The immediate effect was on the 

*86 team. Bird was in his absolute 

prime. So was McHale. And 

Parish was one of the top 

centers in the league. Bias 

would have given Boston the 

flexibility to rotate four stars 

7 — any combination of 

Parish/McHale at _ center, 

j Bird/McHale at power forward, and 

Bird/Bias at small forward.

get now, but 

Lenny was 
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really, really good,” says Ryan, who remem- 
bers watching Bias score 40 points against 
Duke in an upset win for Maryland. “He 
had a power inside game, he could run, he 
had a nose for the ball, he played big in big 
games. I thought he was ticketed to be right 
at the James Worthy/McHale level — a 
perennial all-star, among the top 10 or 15 
players in the league. You don’t just bounce 
back from losing a guy like that.” 

The Celtics did for one season, mounting 
a memorable defense of their title. They 
ended up falling to the Lakers in six games, 
despite playing without Walton, with guards 
Dennis Johnson and Danny Ainge banged 
up, and with McHale hobbling on a broken 
right foot. Before injuring the foot, the 6-10 
forward had been tearing through the 
league, averaging almost 27 points per game 
and outplaying even Bird. 

“I think everyone agrees that after playing 
on that foot in 87 Kevin was never the 
same, especially defensively,” says Globe 
basketball writer Jackie MacMullan. “But he 
told me once that if he had to do it over, 
he’d play on it again. He thought at the time 
that you only had so many chances to win a 
title, so you had to try.” 

The ’87 playoffs slapped a lot of mileage 
on the Big Three. McHale never regained 
the same lateral movement and foot speed. 
The heroic Bird logged more than 40 min- 
utes a game and never enjoyed another 
healthy NBA season. Even the steady 
Parish’s production began to decline. If Bias 
had lived, the Big Three’s minutes would 
have been severely slashed, especially 
McHale’s, and all of them could have taken 
time to heal from nagging injuries. Case in 
point: Bird injured his heels at the start of 
the ’88-’89 season and needed surgery; the 
Celts floundered without him, and Bird tried 
to return too soon in the spring. He ended 
up missing the season entirely. 

“Bias would have prolonged the careers 
of all those guys,” admits general manager 
Jan Volk, who has spent 25 years with Bos- 
ton. “We thought he could give us that tran- 
sitional player from Bird’s era to the ’90s. 
Lenny was a potential franchise guy. No 
question. Any time you draft a player, you 
worry that you might be a little off in your 
estimation, but Bias was a can’t-miss. He 
had everything.” 


A heartbreak 

Bias’s sudden death had more than a 
cerebral effect on the franchise. It broke Red 
Auerbach’s heart. 

Everyone agrees that the crusty old 
Celtics president was never the same after 
the Bias tragedy. A native of Washington, 
DC, who still makes his home there, Auer- 
bach has a famous soft spot for hometown 
products. When Bias emerged after his 
sophomore year at Maryland, Auerbach 
brought him to the Celtics summer camp in 
1985 as a counselor. The two were fairly 
close — or as close as a short 68-year-old 
Jewish guy and a tall 20-year-old black col- 
lege student could be — and Auerbach 


dreamed of suiting up Bias in Celtic green y 


some day. The lucky Seattle pick gave 
him his chance. 
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“After Bias died, I think Red was really 
disillusioned for the first time by modern 
sports,” says McCallum. “This was a guy 
Red had pinpointed as the Next Great One, 
a true Celtic, a warrior, a guy who battles to 
the end, the eventual successor to Bird, and 
so on. I think what happened was truly 
crushing to Red.” 

Auerbach maintained at the time that 
Bias’s death was a tragedy; he believed Bias 
was an innocent kid who had used drugs for 
the first time. As days passed and the team 
received boatloads of tips that no, it wasn’t 
Bias’s first time doing cocaine, old Red 
started to show his 68 years. Was Bias a 
steady drug user? Nobody knows. We do 
know that /) Bias’s autopsy found that he 
had both snorted and ingested cocaine, usu- 
ally the sign of an avid user, and 2) Auer- 
bach’s relationship with Maryland coach 
Lefty Driesell chilled after 1986, as many 
believe Auerbach blamed Driesell for not 
telling him about Bias’s dark side. 

“The word was out before the draft that 
Bias was in some trouble,” recalls NBC’s 
Peter Vescey. “The Celtics must have 
known, but they took a chance. Hey, what 
happens if he stayed alive? Maybe he keeps 
doing drugs and gets other guys involved, or 
maybe he drags down the team. There’s a 
flip side.” 

Regardless, Auerbach never recovered. 
He had already begun to delegate responsi- 
bilities in the mid ’80s, but Bias’s tragedy 
accelerated the process, and he began to 
spend more time in Washington. And the 
Celtics suffered. 


Nobody like Auerbach 

If anyone epitomized Celtic pride, it was 
Auerbach, the guy who coached the first nine 
championship teams and created the other 
seven from scratch. Red was the guy who 
traded for Russell, McHale, and Parish. He 
was the guy who picked Bird sixth in the 
1978 draft under an old loophole called the 
“junior eligible” and waited one season for 
Bird to finish college at Indiana State. He was 
the guy who traded for sup- 
posedly washed-up vet- 
erans like Paul Silas, 
Tiny Archibald, Bill 
Walton, Dennis 
Johnson, and 
Don Nelson. 
He was the 
guy who 
picked 
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draft-day sleepers like John Havlicek, Charlie 
Scott, and Danny Ainge. 

“People used to joke about the Celtics 
thinking they were the league,” says Vescey, 
“but, I mean, they were the league. It was all 
Auerbach. There was nobody like him for 
years and years. The fact of the matter is the 
Celtics earned every bit of respect they got. 
They were a step ahead of everybody.” 

Auerbach was a genius, an arrogant, 
hard-driving, relentless winner who molded 
the Celtics into a close-knit family, one in 
which winning prevailed and retired stars 
remained in Boston for life. But inevitably, 
the fire began to fade in Red, and the orga- 
nization hadn’t had the foresight to prepare 
for the vacuum courtside he would leave. 
The man who stepped up was Volk — a 
solid front-office guy. Boston Herald’s Mark 
Murphy compares Volk to Robert Duvall’s 
“consigliere” in The Godfather, a brilliant 
numbers man and lawyer. 

“Red was preparing a new level of com- 
mitment anyway, but after Bias he really just 
passed the torch,” remembers Ryan. “At 
certain levels, the idea that something nega- 
tive would affect the team and him was a 
shock to Red. It brought home to him that 
there was a new world out there, one he 
wasn’t prepared for. He felt an ongoing loy- 
alty with Bias, like he was drafting a member 
of the family, and he never really recovered. 
I mean, Christ, he starting talking about 
Bias last week when he came up here to see 
the team play!” 

As for passing the torch, the new regime 
never worked out. It was never clear who had 
the final say among Volk, the still-influential 
Auerbach, and majority owners Gaston and 
Cohen — whose relationship eventually dete- 
riorated so far that Cohen simply sold his 
share of the team. On court, after Boston lost 
in the ’88 semifinals, the team “moved” 
coach K.C. Jones to another position and 
promoted assistant Jimmy Rodgers. Mistake. 
The Celtics never advanced past the first 
round in Rodgers’s two seasons. And the 
front office wasn’t helping. During the ’89 
season, with Bird on the sidelines, 
the team clearly needed to get 
younger and gear the franchise 
around fledgling stars Brian 
Shaw and Reggie Lewis. 
McHale seemed the 
logical trade bait — 
he would have put 
a contending team 
over the top and 
reaped Boston a 
harvest of draft 
picks and play- 

ers — but the 

Celtics in- 

stead dealt 

all-star Danny 
Ainge to Sacra- 
mento for big 
men Joe Kleine and 
Ed Pinckney, neither of 
whom really succeeded in 
Boston. 


























Then Boston blew a rare 
high selection in the 1989 
draft, taking BYU forward 
Michael Smith over future 
all-stars Tim Hardaway and 
Shawn Kemp. More blame has 
been passed for this pick than for 
Watergate, but it’s pretty clear that 

Auerbach weighed in with the final 

say (at draft day, he compared 

Smith to Larry Bird).

“That was a piv- 

otal mistake,” says 

Murphy. “They had a

Finally, the team 
erred after Shaw’s 
promising rookie 
campaign in 1988, 
refusing to renegoti- 

ate his contract. 
When Shaw threat- 
ened to play in Italy, 
the Celtics laughed. 
The joke was on 
them. During the 
1989-’90 season — 
while Shaw ate pasta 
in Venice and played 
Italian-league basket- 
ball once a week, 
and Ainge was ex- 
iled to Sacramento

— the Celtics were left with a gaping hole in their 
backcourt. Four years had passed since Lenny 
Bias’s death. Nothing had gone right for the 
Celtics except the play of Lewis, who seemed to be 
God’s compensation to Boston for taking Bias in 
the first place. 


L’affaire Gavitt 

With Auerbach settling on the periphery and 
the owners quarreling, the Celtics desperately 
needed a basketball guy. Somehow they lured 
Dave Gavitt to Boston. Without exaggeration, 
Gavitt was probably the most respected man in 
basketball — a former Olympic coach who had 
created the powerful Big East conference in col- 
lege basketball — and his hiring was hailed as the 
return of Celtic Pride. Gavitt scored early by nab- 
bing the exciting Dee Brown in the 1990 college 
draft, promoting Chris Ford to head coach, luring 
Shaw back from Italy, and sticking with the Big 
Three for one last run. He also won over the play- 
ers — refurbishing Boston’s practice center at 
Brandeis and hiring a charter plane for road trips 
— and everyone deemed Gavitt’s regime an im- 
mediate success. 

The revamped Celtics became the hot story of 
the 1990-91 season. For a brief time they looked 
like a title contender again. 

“January 1991,” says Bob Ryan. “The Celts are 
27-5. Gavitt holds a press conference aind says 
Larry’s not flying to the New York game because 
of back spasms. Draw the line right there. That's it. 
Nothing good has happened to this team since. 
That’s why we are where we are now.” 

Ah, bad luck. Bird’s fragile back finally gave out. 
McHale injured his left ankle a month later and 
was hobbled for the season. Shaw fell out of favor 
with Ford. The team stumbled into the playoffs, 
squeezing by Indiana before losing to Detroit in six 
hard-fought games. Bird had surgery over the 
summer to fix a herniated disc, but the problem re- 
turned during the second month of the 1991-’92 
season. He never played another pain-free game, 
and retired the following summer. Bird’s on-again, 
off-again status clouded those years for a team tal- 
ented enough to take Cleveland to seven games in 
the 1992 Eastern Conference Semifinals. 

“They were just too old,” says Murphy, who 
thinks the Celts should have traded one of the Big 
Three when they had value. “How many players 
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hold up for as long in the NBA as McHale and 
Bird? One guy had a bad back, the other had 
hideous ankles. How far can you go with that?” 

Volk steadfastly defends the team’s decision to 
stick with the Big Three: “It’s not fair to look back, 
because you have the benefit of hindsight. We be- 
lieved then, and we still believe, that great players 
deserve to have their loyalty reciprocated.” 

Still, for two seasons Gavitt basically stayed the 
course, eschewing trade offers, watching the Big 
Three grow old, and making just one deal, in 
1991: Shaw to Miami for fellow malcontent point 
guard Sherman Douglas. (“An Excedrin deal — 
one headache for another,” quips Ryan.) The team 
still had valuable players, yet Gavitt stood pat and 
refused to change the mix. After Bird retired, the 
team signed veteran Xavier McDaniel to fill his po- 
sition, a curious signing considering McDaniel’s 
age (31) and declining ability. The whispers grew 
louder about Gavitt, and when he skipped the 
1993 All-Star Game weekend in February (where 
all executives appear and talk trades) for a golf trip, 
Jackie MacMullan finally wrote an article in the 
Globe questioning his work ethic. 

“I had a lot of history with Dave,” says MacMul- 
lan now, “and I really respected him. I think he had 
no idea what it would take, that the NBA was just a 
different world from college. He had the most in- 
credible support staff at the Big East, but in Boston 
the old guard always considered him an outsider; 
the minute things went bad, they all distanced 
themselves from him. Dave’s a purist. He just 
didn’t like the NBA glitz, or schmoozing, or trying 
to figure out salary caps, or working the phones for 
trades every night.” 

For everyone who followed the team during this 
time, Gavitt’s era remains the most discouraging, 
puzzling experience of all. Ryan calls Gavitt’s reign 
“one of the biggest personal disappointments I’ve 
ever had. Here’s one of most respected guys in the 
sport, but I have to come to the reluctant conclu- 
sion that he just didn’t work hard enough in Bos- 
ton. I mean, it’s hard for me to digest the notion 
that he came in and said, ‘Oh, what a way to make 
easy money,’ but that seems to be the case.” 

The three-year span from 1991 to 1993 was a 
turning point for the franchise. Bird retired in 
1992; McHale after the "93 season. Parish was 
hitting 40. Something needed to be done, but 
nothing was done. The front office gambled on 
the health of Bird and McHale and lost miserably. 
They put their faith in Shaw and ended up giving 
him away for Douglas and his untradeable eight- 
year, $27 million contract. They thought they

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found a potential All-Star in Brown, who 
won the slam-dunk contest and played 
spectacularly in the ’91 playoffs, but he in- 
jured his knee the following season and has 
never fully regained his confidence. Anoth- 
er young hopeful, Rick Fox, was ha- 
rangued by coach Chris Ford for on-court 
mistakes and quickly lost his confidence. 
Call it bad luck, call it bad management, 
call it bad timing, but the Celtics were 
falling and nobody was stopping them. 


The nadir 

Lenny Bias’s curse loomed again in the 
summer of ’93, maybe the darkest period in 
Celtics history. On July 27, one month after 
Auerbach suffered a near-fatal heart attack 
and underwent quadruple bypass surgery, 
Reggie Lewis dropped dead while shooting 
baskets at Brandeis University. 

The 6-7 guard had just enjoyed his finest 
season, leading a group of role players and 
vagabonds to a surprising 48-34 record. tn the 
first game of the opening playoff series against 
Charlotte, a possessed Lewis scored 10 quick 
points before collapsing briefly on the court, an 
image many of us will never forget. It was 
quickly determined that 
he was suffering from a 
heart ailment, and the 
Celtics, fearful of any li- 
ability, pulled him out of 
the playoffs. (Boston 
ended up losing in four 
games.) 

The ensuing three 
months saw a mass of 
conflicting reports and 
confusing medical 
facts. The Celtics as- 
sembled a “dream 
team” of Massachu- 
setts heart specialists to 
examine Lewis; they 
recommended that 
Lewis retire because of 
an arrhythmia. Lewis 
abruptly sought his 
own opinion from re- 
spected cardiologist 
Gilbert Mudge, who 
believed Lewis could 
play again if a defibril- 
lator was installed in 
his heart. The diagno- 
sis was proven dreadfully wrong; Lewis had 
never told Mudge about his family’s history 
of heart illness, or that he failed a drug test 
while at Northeastern. 

“The thing I hated most about that time 
was the FBI-like secrecy with everything,” 
remembers Murphy. “It was like dealing 
with the Vatican. Everyone became very 
paranoid, especially Gavitt.” 

It would only get worse. Just when 
people began to feel positive about 
Lewis's potential comeback, he died. Not 
only was the franchise devastated, but the 
city itself ached. It’s hard to imagine a 
more heartfelt outpouring of affection — 
one that transcended race and class — 
than we saw at Lewis’s funeral two days 
later. The foundation of the franchise, a 
father and a husband, a boon to the com- 
munity — Lewis was one of a kind. Bias 
was a Celtic for 48 hours, but Lewis was 
one for six years, becoming part of the 
city in the process. 

“It was so tragic,” says WEEI’s Glen Or- 
dway, a longtime Celtics radio announcer. 
“I think Reggie’s death was more devastat- 
ing than Bias’s because we never found out 
if Bias could transcend his game in the pros. 
Reggie was taking his game to a superstar 
level. They were building the franchise 
around him. He was the one guy they 
couldn’t lose.” 

It would only get worse in April 1995, 
two years later, when the Wall Street Jour- 
nal reported that drug use “may” have 
contributed to Lewis’s death and the 
Celtics “may” have covered it up for fi- 
nancial reasons. The local dailies jumped 
on the story, unearthing a host of unsub- 
stantiated rumors and “exclusives” from 
unnamed sources. One chilling story 
came from a Northeastern player who 
claimed to have snorted cocaine with 
Lewis and Bias in 1985. None of the sto- 
ries was ever verified, although most peo- 
ple around the team believe Lewis did use 
drugs at some point. (“I think the Journal 
was 100 percent on,” Ryan says, “and 
most people do.”) 

Did it really matter if drugs caused 
Lewis's death? Maybe only if the Celtics had 
known he had a history in college and had 
gambled anyway, or if they knew he was us- 
ing during the 1992-’93 season and never

interfered. 

“Everybody involved with Reggie loved 
him, from reporters to teammates to people 
in the city,” says Murphy. “For everybody 
involved, and I mean everybody, it had to be 
the darkest moment of their careers. | mean, 
the guy died. I remember all of us standing 
around that day, waiting in the basement of 
that hospital, waiting to see if Reggie was 
dead or not. Somehow that got lost in ev- 
erything after, but I won't ever forget wait- 
ing in that basement.” 


A murky future 

Since then the wheels have come flying 
off. New majority owner Paul Gaston, son 
of Don, pushed Gavitt out and hired for- 
mer Celtic M.L. Carr to run the team, a 
move incomprehensible to insiders. Carr 
had spent the previous seven years serving 
as the team’s director of community rela- 
tions and running three separate private 
businesses. A friend of Gaston’s who'd 
gained the owner’s confidence, Carr was 
entirely out of touch with everyday life in 
the NBA. Carr handed out huge contracts 


to Fox, Dino Radja, and washed-up free | 


agent Dominique Wilkins, and the team 
struggled to 36 wins last year, barely mak- 
ing the playoffs. Over the summer Wilkins 
left to play in Greece, but Carr quickly 
spent the freed-up salary-cap money to 
sign free agent point 
guard Dana Barros — 
$20 million for six 
years — without trad- 
ing incumbent Dou- 
glas first (although the 
team finally did unload 
him last Sunday to 
Milwaukee). Add this 
to the fact Carr fired 
Chris Ford and ap- 
pointed himself head 
coach in June. 

“I think it’s pretty 
astounding for an or- 
ganization as hal- 
lowed as the Celtics 
were to fall so fast,” 
says Vescey, who 
refers to M.L. as “Mi- 
nor League” Carr in 
his biting New York 
Post columns. “They 
turned the team over 
to an impostor. It’s 
unbelievable! M.L.’s 
an absolute joke with 
the other GMs. The 
sooner Boston gets rid of him the better.” 

Few teams in the league have bleaker fu- 
tures. The NBA’s new collective-bargaining 
agreement loosened the rules on free agen- 
cy, sO every season younger and younger 
veterans can bargain with any team. Yet the 
Celtics have tied up their $23 million salary 
cap with long-term deals to Radja, Fox, 
Brown, and Barros, all role players, none of 
whom could ever anchor a championship 
team. Only by bottoming out and getting 
high draft picks for the next few seasons 
could the Celtics turn things around. 

“I think Gaston knows business, but I 
don’t think he cares that much about bas- 
ketball,” says MacMullan. “I talk to other 
front-office people in the league all the time, 
and they’re always asking me, ‘What are 
they doing up there?’ They’re incredulous 
about what’s happened.” 

All that remains now are the champi- 
onship banners, the grainy videotapes, the 
uniforms — the green and white that 
Havlicek and Bird and Russell used to 
wear — and the memories. Even the hal- 
lowed Garden is gone, to be torn down 
over the next two years, brick by brick. 

“People ask me sometimes if we’re 
snakebitten,” says Volk. “I mean, when 
you're in the fray, you take it one hit at 
a time, but you don’t look at it in an 
overall sense. Yeah, we’ve had some 
bad luck, but this is a proud franchise. 
I still believe luck is the residue of de- 
sign and hard work. I don’t think we’re 
snakebitten.” 

Maybe, maybe not. But strange things 
have happened to this team, and all of 
them started with Bias, whose ghost has 
haunted this franchise for the past 
decade. One story sums up everything: 
Volk was in his office preparing for 
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opening night in November 1986, the | 


night Boston raised its 1985-’86 banner 


and handed out championship rings be- | 
fore the first home game. Volk found | 
something sticking out under a cushion | 
in his sofa. It was an unused plane ticket | 
the Celtics gave Bias when he visited | 


Boston hours before his death. 

“It must have fallen out of his jacket that 
day,” says Volk now. “To find that ticket 
on the same night we were raising the ’86 
banner . . . it was eerie. It really was.” Q

group of citizen-activists is 

taking the MBTA to court 

for alleged violations of 

constitutional rights. The 

group, which calls itself 
You’re Soaking In It!, has filed a civil suit 
claiming that a television program aired in 
local subways has forced commuters to 
become a captive audienee to govern- 
ment propaganda. The 30 citizens who 
make up the group say the Massachu- 
setts Bay Transit Authority has violated 
their rights to privacy, an independent 
press, and freedom from state-imposed 
propaganda. 

The so-called Commuter Channel 
carries a repeating 10-minute television 
program that consists of one-third in- 
formation about the transportation 
agency, its unions, its operations, and 
any rail delays; one-third daily news, 
weather, and sports; and one-third ad- 
vertising and public-service announce- 
ments. The problem, says the group’s 
founder, Lydia Eccles, is that people 
can’t escape the propaganda. In the 
case of delays in T service, she says, 
commuters have no choice but to watch 
the monitors for information until their 
trains arrive. 

“This television program is far more 
intrusive than print advertisements,” says 
Eccles. “When the T began this project, 
they said the televisions would be a con- 
sumer-information service that would 
broadcast things like rail-time informa- 
tion. Instead, we are forced to hear — 
over and over again — anti-smoking 
campaigns, pro-MBTA-privatization an- 
nouncements, and news broadcasts from 
organizations who pay to be on there.” 

In the group’s suit, the members of 
You’re Soaking In It! state that the num- 
ber, location, and size of the television 
monitors create an intrusive environment. 
According to the MBTA’s plan, they say, 
there will be nine television monitors lo- 
cated on each side of a given train track, 
leaving little chance for commuters to 
tune out the picture or the message. 

Eccles says the news portion of the pro- 
gram wouldn’t be so bad if there were 
more than one news service broadcasting. 
But the way the system was established, all 
MBTA televisions air the same program at 
once, allowing each organization — 
Channel 5, say, or USA Today — to buy

the right to air its programming without 
competition. 

In August 1992, the MBTA signed a 
contract with Metrovision, Inc., to install 
200 televisions in 13 stations. The deal 
called for Metrovision to pay the MBTA a 
one-time fee of $286,000 in return for the 


revenues from the program’s advertising. 
Sixty-two televisions were installed in a 
total of three stations (Downtown Cross- 
ing, Park Street, and Government Center) 
before Metrovision ran into financial trou- 
ble and backed out of its commitment ear- 
lier this year. 

Although installation is at a standstill, 
the consumer group says, the damage has 
been done. 

“The point here is that if only one tele- 
vision has been put in place, that is one 
television too many,” says the group’s at- 
torney, Tom Doherty. “The venue is full 
of narrow partisan messages. For in- 
stance, only one side of the privatization 
debate is introduced, and it happens to be 
the side that falls right in line with the 
governor’s agenda.” Governor Bill Weld 
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supports privatization of the MBTA. 

The group says the public has been de- 
nied the right to due process from the very 
beginning, because the MBTA failed to 
hold public hearings on the issue despite 
citizen protests. 

Amy Whiteside, the MBTA’s press sec- 
retary, says the agency cannot comment 
on ongoing litigation. 


Lechmere v. Teamsters 


in a warranty war 

Teamsters Union Local 25 is campaign- 
ing against Lechmere on behalf of con- 
sumers who feel they have been swindled 
by fraudulent extended-warranty guaran- 
tees. But some observers suspect that con- 
cern for consumers is not the Teamsters’ 
only motive. 

The union claims that Lechmere not 
only routinely misrepresents the length of 
manufacturers’ warranties, but often goes 
so far as to avoid mentioning manufactur- 
ers’ warranties altogether. 

Carin Zelenko, coordinator for the 
Consumer Affairs Office at the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters, in 
Washington, says the union has joined 
forces with MassPIRG and the Tax Equity 
Alliance of Massachusetts to inform con- 
sumers that most appliances, stereos, and 
other electronic equipment come with 
warranties, and that extended warranties 
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ranty,” explains Barker in a letter to the 
union. “I called GE and was told that Lech- 
mere. piggybacks the extended warranty onto 
the manufacturer’s one-year warranty.” 

“Lechmere is not the only company that 
does this, but it is one of the biggest of- 
fenders,” says Zelenko. Lechmere has not 
returned phone calls from the Phoenix. 

Extended warranties, which usually cover 
a product for one to five years with the op- 
tion of renewal, are offered as a supplement 
to manufacturers’ warranties, which typi- 
cally last from 30 days to one year. Accord- 
ing to John Dickson, of the Service Con- 
tract Industry Council, a trade association 
based in Florida, such warranties generally 
include the cost of labor and materials and 
cover defects and poor workmanship. 

“There are drawbacks,” says Dickson. 
“They don’t cover consequential damages, 
such as personal injury, and they usually 
require regular maintenance on the item.” 
Dickson also says the basic services vary 
widely when a state does not regulate the 
process. 

Lechmere offers various types of extend- 
ed warranties. Carry-in service for a televi- 
sion, for example, ranges from $49 for one 
year to $179 for three. For a service repre- 
sentative to come to your house, the price 
ranges from $79 for one year to $249 for 
five. Lechmere also offers a replacement 
warranty for audio equipment; for $45, a 
portable CD player with stereo will be re- 

placed with a new one if broken within 
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arranged by retailers through manufactur- 
ers’ service agencies may be redundant. 
“We are looking for the state legislature 
to regulate how extended warranties are 
offered by this company [Lechmere],” says 
Zelenko, referring to the fact that, in Mas- 
sachusetts, extended-warranty policies go 
unregulated. “We surveyed consumers, 
and it was shocking what we’ve heard.” 
One woman who feels victimized by 
Lechmere is Sheila Barker, of Woburn. She 
says she purchased a compact-disc player 
and a color television, with five-year extend- 
ed warranties on both. She thought she was 
buying five years’ protection in addition to 
the one-year manufacturer’s guarantees. 
“When I got the extended warranties from 
GE’s service company, they were for only 
four years beyond the manufacturer’s war- 


Some explain the Teamsters’ recent 
interest in extended warranties by 
pointing to the fact that the Lechmere 
warehouse workers in Local 25 have 
been without a contract for two years. 

“The Teamsters have been in a con- 
tract dispute,” says John Hurst, spokes- 
man for the Retailers Association of 
Massachusetts. “Fliers started to pop 
up last spring denouncing Lechmere’s 
tactics.” 

The fliers feature statistics that say 
stores like Lechmere can realize 77 per- 
cent gross profits on extended war- 
ranties and service contracts. Although 
the Teamsters got their numbers from 
an article in Consumer Reports that cit- 
ed the National Association of Retail 
Dealers of America (NARDA) as its 
source, the association denies knowl- 
edge of the figures. 

“I am in no way familiar with that 
statistic, and neither are the people at 
NARDA — or any other group, for that 
matter,” says NARDA attorney Jim 
Goldberg. “We will contact [the Team- 
sters] and tell them to stop falsely rep- 
resenting something we did not say.” 

(Consumer Reports faxed the Phoenix 

a NARDA circular advertising a video 
tape, How To Sell ESP [Extended Service 
Protection], and making the “77% gross 
margins” claim.) 

It is true that the address of the Coali- 
tion for Consumers’ Rights, in Washing- 
ton, the advocacy group listed at the bot- 
tom of the fliers, is also that of the Team- 
sters’ main office. 

“There is a lot about this that bothers 
me,” says Goldberg. “They organize a 
campaign against Lechmere because of 
contractual gripes and camouflage it as a 
campaign for consumer rights.” 

Even though the union began looking 
into the company’s practices only after its 
contract had run out, Zelenko insists that 
revenge is not the driving force behind the 
campaign. QO

You’d 
probably never guess that only a tiny 
fraction of American college stu- 
dents are Latino or black.

But I do lament the abandonment 
of education’s historic role as the 
vanguard of social justice. Public 
schools helped end child labor, and 
10 years before the rest of society 
desegregated, Brown v. Board of 
Education brought the issue into 
the classroom. More recently, 
schools have been at the fore in sex 
education, drug and alcohol coun- 
seling, increasing professional op- 
portunities for women, and a host 
of other issues. But beginning in the 
Shady ’80s, and continuing into the 
Whitey 90s, conservatives have 
subtly subverted education. The 
children of Barry Goldwater have 
taken over the trustee boardrooms 
and school boards. 

The abandonment of education’s 
social mission proceeds in under- 
handed ways. Minority recruitment 
is gutted by treasurer’s-office bean 
counters who bewail the “takeout 
rate” on the interest of the endow- 
ment or the percentage of “tuition 
discounting” necessary to attract 
qualified low-income students. The 
applicant pool can be reduced at the 
source as well. In the suburbs, char- 
ter schools re-segregate public 
schools by removing whites under 
the rubric of “free choice” and 
“neighborhood schools.” Transla- 
tion: deny money to high-minority 
schools and ensure their students 
receive substandard educations. 
Then portray all alternatives as 
“quotas” that would foster “reverse 
discrimination.” 

The newest dodge is to make 
claims so vague you can’t possibly be 
pinned down — the technique at 
work in those principled-sounding 
catalogues. In education these days, 
all you have to do is proclaim some- 
thing with passion and verve, and 
that makes it so. God forbid we have 
the guts to develop plans to fit our 

rhetoric. An old insult holds that 
“those who can’t, teach.” Per- 
haps we need to update this for 

the "90s by dropping the apos- 
trophe. As I see it, a goal of 
diversity without a target is 

cant of the most cynical sort. 
Let’s at least be honest and adopt 

a new slogan: “The wind that we 
blow is status quo.” Q

“There must have been something about her that didn’t feel 
like me — the way she moved, or the way she responded to 
you, or the way her skin felt.” Elliot M. kept shaking his 
head, looking (in Alice K.’s mind) rather blank. “No. . .” he 
said. “No. . . it was just — you know — it was just sex.” 

Alice K. felt profoundly let down when he said that. Just 
sex? Is that all it was when he slept with her, too? Just sex, 
with one sexual encounter indistinguishable from the 
next? One body the same as another? One moment no 
more intimate or striking or special than the next? 

Special. Alice K. lies in bed and turns that word over in 
her mind. The whole nightmare with Isabel J. has shaken 
her to the core, making her feel fundamentally indistinct, 
as though she lacks the sorts of key qualities that truly 
separate people from one another, that make them special 
and unique. That’s an ancient fear of Alice K.’s — an 
abiding worry that at heart she’s boring, eminently 
replaceable, that nothing about her stands out — and 
Elliot M.’s response to Isabel J., the fact that he was so 
easily duped, has reinforced that suspicion, causing her to 
doubt not just herself but him as well. 

Earlier in the day, she’d met Elena Z. for coffee and 
talked about those doubts. “I just don’t think I’ll ever be 
able to forgive him,” she’d said, “and I think it goes 
beyond the specifics of him sleeping with Isabel J.” 

Elena Z. asked her what she meant by that, and Alice 
K.’s thoughts flashed on that word. Special. It had to do 
with not feeling special. “I’ve always felt very safe with 
Elliot M.,” she said to Elena Z. “I’ve felt protected and 
comfortable, but I don’t know that I’ve ever really felt spe-

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cial, you know? I don’t know that I’ve ever really felt as 
though he looks me in the eye and really sees the things 
about me that make me unique.” 

Elena Z. nodded soberly and waited for her to continue. 
Alice K. sat and thought. That sense of being special — of 
being seen as special by another human being — was what 
had made Isabel J.’s initial appearance in Alice K.’s life so 
tantalizing: meeting a double, an exact physical replica, 
had given Alice K. a sense of possibilities, the promise of a 
soul mate, a feeling that she could be truly known by 
another human being. 

That was a rare experience for Alice K. (actually, sitting 
there thinking about it, she realized she’d felt that way for 
a while with Elena Z., when they first began to get to 
know each other), and it was something she’d longed for 
all her life. Isabel J.’s betrayal hurt so much because it flew 
in the face of that longing, exposed it as impossible. Elliot 
M.’s betrayal did the same. 

Elena Z. interrupted Alice K.’s train of thought. “But I 
thought Elliot M. did make you feel special,” she said. “I 
thought you moved in with him because he took such 
good care of you.” 

Alice K. pondered that. “I don’t know,” she said. “I 
think there’s 
a difference 
between 
being taken 
care of and 
being loved.” 
Saying that, 
she felt she’d 
hit on a truth 
about her 
relationship 
with Elliot 
M., some- 
thing that 
had__— been 
there all 
along, lurk- 
ing but unar- 
ticulated.

Alice K. stares at the ceiling. Then she looks at Elliot 
M., who’s sleeping in the bed beside her. She tries to see 
the situation from his point of view, tries to believe his 
arguments: he didn’t know; he had no reason to suspect 
that Isabel J. was an impostor, so he wasn’t looking for 
any clues to that effect; he was an innocent victim in the 
whole bizarre mess. 

She thinks about how long she’s known Elliot M., 
and how basically good he’s been to her. She thinks 
about how comfortable their relationship is most of the 
time, how compatible they are, how easily they slip into 
each other’s lives. She wonders: is it that I want too 
much? Is this my old hang-up of expecting Elliot M. to 
be everything, of wanting a kind of impossibly perfect 
closeness? 

But then she thinks back to her conversation with Elena 
Z., who tried simply to listen to Alice K. and not to offer 
any direct advice. At one point, while Alice K. was ticking 
through the list of clues that Elliot M. might have picked 
up about the difference between Isabel J. and Alice K., 
Elena Z.’s veil of objectivity lifted and she sat back in her 
chair. “J would have known,” she said. “J would have 
known it wasn’t you.” 

Alice K. contemplates that. And just then, painfully, she 
sees it: | have to leave him, she thinks. It’s time.

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How does a person get listed in the Social Register? 
Obviously genetics must be a factor, along with piles of 
money, but many people with both appear to be excluded, 
while others lacking one or the other are listed. Who 
decides it, anyway? And why does such a silly institution 
continue?

They leave you out again, kid? I told you they 
wouldn’t be impressed by the bowling trophy. 
Although the Social Register folks declined to be spe- 
cific, I gather it’s like the Masons — you have to be 
invited. There’s an anonymous admissions committee, 
and if you can get several people who are already in 
the book to nominate you, or, even better, if you can 
get married to a listee, you’ve got a chance. If that 
doesn’t work, your best bet is to get elected president 
of the United States — he always gets in, whether he 
deserves it or not. 

The concept behind the Social Register takes a while 
to grasp. Here we have the 30,000 snootiest families in 
the country, and they consent to put their addresses and 
phone numbers in a book available in the public library. 
Think of the junk mail these guys must get. On the 
other hand, in a society full of climbers and frauds, | 
suppose there’s a need for a quick-and-dirty way of dis- 
tinguishing the quality from the zhlubs. Screening 
ensures that the people who make it in aren’t merely 
rich, they’re Our Sort — no guarantee that a listee isn’t 
a heel, but at least he’s discreet. 

The Social Register takes pride in not explaining itself. 
We know that it was first published in 1887 in New 
York, and that there were separate editions in major 
cities until 1977, when everything was consolidated into 
one national book. Two editions are published annually 
— the main one in November, and a summer supple- 
ment in May. 

The rest you’ve got to piece together for yourself, 
which isn’t easy. Much of the book is written in some 
sort of Venusian Morse code. In the 1991 edition, for 
example, after the entry for Charles Norton Adams (no 
relation), we find the following: “Unn.Nrr.Srb.BtP. 
Evg.Myf.Ht.Cw.” Goodness, you think, next time they 
ask the man for information they should untie the gag. 
But the letters are abbreviations for Charles’s clubs. If 
we refer to the front of the book we learn that “Nrr” is 
the Newport Reading Room, “Srb” is the Spouting 
Rock Beach Club, and “Unn” is either a typo or some- 
place so exclusive that to have to ask about it is proof 
that you don’t belong there. Norton isn’t listed in the 
1994 book, possibly on account of being 
Dd.As.A.Doornl. 

In addition to the main listing, there are various spe- 
cial sections such as those on births, deaths, and mar- 
riages. (One longs in publications of this type for a sec- 
tion called “indictments,” but no such luck.) Some sec- 
tions are completely mysterious. In the front of the 
summer edition, for example, is something called 
“Dilatory Domiciles.” Dilatory in my book means 
“tending toward procrastination,” which doesn’t shed 
much light. One supposes that some editorial type was 
taking aim at “Temporary Residences” and missed. 
Equally puzzling, at least initially, is a section called 
“Married Maidens,” a title | guessed was used in pref- 
erence to “Former Virgins.” On inspection, it turned 
out to be a cross-reference of women’s married and 
maiden names. 

There’s much in the Social Register to remind you 
that this isn’t a book meant for thee and me. In the sum- 
mer edition, for instance, we find the following note: “A 
listing of Yachts and Their Owners is included for the 
convenience of subscribers.” I have a hard time imagin- 
ing a social milieu in which | would need to have regular 
reference to the length, tonnage, and builder of my 
friends’ yachts. That said, there’s something charming 
in knowing that Lawrence H. Mott’s Ellen (home port 
Charlotte, Vermont) is 15 feet long with a beam of four 
and a half feet. Would that the same honesty had been 
applied to summer residences, all of which seem to have 
names like “The Pines.” Come on, doesn’t anybody live 
at “The Dump”?

The addiction consumes cash. 
In the last two months, since 
garaging my car and turning in 
the license plates to save money, 
I’ve spent approximately $400 on 
CDs, including $47.97 for the 
four-disc Greatest Speeches of 
the 20th Century 
(pitch: “Finally, William

speech — _  remas- 
- tered!”); $8.99 for Th- 
* — elonious Monk and John 
Coltrane’s Live at the 
Five Spot, which sounds 
like it was recorded in a 
toilet; and $22 for a bootleg 
from the last Replacements tour. 
CDs are more addictive than 
the OJ trial. On that day in Oc- 
tober when almost every other 
earthling scrambled to watch 
The Verdict, I was slapping 
down $49 at Planet Records for 
Elvis’s Complete ’50s Masters. 
All I had was The Complete Sun 
Sessions, a greatest-hits compi- 
lation, and the Spinout/Double 
Trouble soundtrack. I needed 
those five discs. 
The following 
week I’d be 
back for The 


Essential ’60s Masters ($39 — five 
more CDs of Elvis, including a truly 
painful performance of “Hey Jude”). 

Most days, when money’s running 
low and a stack of recent purchases 
sits on my receiver waiting for atten- 
tion, | wonder when it will stop. 

And then I buy another. 

Blame ABBA. In 1979, I was 
nine years old and living in Nor- 
way during my father’s one-year 
sabbatical. Musical choices were 
limited to a bunch of synth-driven, 
second-rate A-ha clones or Ag- 
netha, Frida, Bjorn, and Benny 
themselves. One weekend, almost 
resigned to an entire year of 
“Dancing Queen” and “Waterloo,” 
I flipped on the BBC and found 

Ringo warbling around in a 

scene from Help. Clutching 
my clunky, rectangular 
> t 
‘ 


ape recorder, I placed 
the built-in mic 
against the TV. 

For the next eight 
months, this poorly 
reproduced version 

of the film’s sound- 
track, complete with 


dialogue, was all I 


‘ had. I vowed never 
again to be so unpre- 


pared, especially if sent 
back to Norway.: 

My parents bought me a turntable 
for my 13th birthday, and it took 
about a month to get through my 
Dad’s good LPs: Lightnin’ Hopkins, 
the Stones, Howlin’ Wolf, and the 
Beatles. Over the next five years, I 
amassed about 350 records, blowing 
every minimum-wage cent on vinyl 
and Friendly’s Fribbles. The hoard- 
ing played right into my teenage 
sense of mischief: after detecting 
some bad vibes (namely, my father 
confronting a plastic bag full of vinyl 
and yelling, “Do you have any idea 
how to control yourself?”), I took to 
hiding my newest acquisitions. I’d 
open the front door, check that the 
coast was clear, and bolt to my 
room. 

My first CD player cost $279 and 
came from Lechmere. My first CD, 
purchased that same day, cost 

$13.99. Paul McCartney’s All the 

Best. It sucked, but that didn’t 

matter. | was on my way down. 


LPs are lame 

To understand the compul- 
sion to acquire CDs, a disease so 
far undocumented in the medical 
journals, | start down the infamous 
Newbury Street strip. It is where I 
have lost and gained and lost again. 
Four disc stores in less than a mile. 
At Mystery Train, the first place 
where I’m confident enough to speak 

up, I’m greeted skeptically. 

“You mean, people who shoot up 
music?” says Peter Prescott, Kus- 
tomized’s leader and a sometime 
clerk. 

Only jack Evans, the owner, 
seems as if he’s willing to work with 
me. He turns 
the talk to 
collecting. 


And then, just when I’m anticipating 
some insight into the condition, he 
dismisses it. 

“People who collect records just 
have a different mentality,” Evans 
says. “They’re much more serious 
about music than people who buy 
CDs.” 

Something like this — a relatively 
harmless comment, really — 
shouldn’t get under my skin, I tell 
myself. I’m used to hearing others 
judge my habit without true under- 
standing. What I’d give for a gift 
certificate to Second Coming for ev- 
ery time I’ve heard, “You can’t pos- 
sibly have the time to listen to all 
these.” (If you must know, it takes 
just 881 hours — about 37 days — 
to get from A Tribute to Arthur 
Alexander to Zappa’s You Are What 
You Is.) 

I don’t blame Evans and the 
purists for standing behind their 
records. LPs do things discs can’t, 
like keep you occupied for an hour 
and a half rolling The White Album 
in reverse to see if John really says 
“Paul is dead.” 

Vinyl-heads do tend to overlook 
what makes discs special. CDs are 
easier to use and harder to scratch. 
They better suit the one-song-at-a- 
time pace of our lives. And while 
they don’t have that backward-mes- 
sage thing going for them, they in- 
spire a different kind of musical 
mythologizing. 

I’ve read that CDs are inde- 
structible, that CDs “self-erase” 
after eight years, that any scratch 
on a disc is re-created as a note, 
and that CDs sound better if you 
trace the edges with a dark Magic 
Marker. (A test on the Residents’ 
King and Eye revealed this doesn’t 
do jack.) 

Only a decade after moving into 
the mainstream, discs have become 
collectable. From out-of-print CDs 
(every Beach Boys album from the 
’70s) and record-company promos 
(R.E.M. and Indigo Girls releases 
sealed in wooden crates), to rarities 
(a version of Ice-T’s Body Count be- 
fore “Cop Killer” was pulled) and 
classy box sets (a 20-disc, $499 
Frank Sinatra compilation’s just 
been put out). 

The quest is everything. Finding 
Jonathan Richman’s LP Back in 
Your Life is as easy as sifting 
through the used bins at Nuggets. 
Finding the CD version involves 
calling a guy in California named 
Les Gripkey who may or may not 
have information on the former 
Modern Lover’s catalogue. 

For those of us who claim music’s 
the only thing that mat- 
ters, consider this: a 
record, ideally, 
shouldn’t run more 
than 36 min- 
utes; 

CDs can ‘' 
take on 
70-plus 


without a problem.2 

Evans, the owner of Mystery 
Train, firmed up my idea that CDs 
will eventually rule the earth. He tells 
me about buying his 10-year-old 
son, Lewis, a Disney disc a couple of 
years ago. 

“He took it out, and I was watch- 
ing him,” Evans says. “The shini- 
ness, the light coming from it. It was 
almost magical to him.” 


Treasure hunts 

Even though I knew better, the! 
dismissal of CD owners as casual lis- 
teners made me a little defensive. | 
mean, who wants to be a geek like: 
Joey McIntyre, former New Kid on 
the Block, charging $700 worth of: 
CDs to his credit card in a Tower’ 
spree? We don’t shop for discs like: 
some people shop for groceries. 
We're sick. 

Fortunately, | found a soul mate 
down the street. Marcia Poirier is 
29, works as the manager of CD, 
Spins, and has 1800 CDs. 

“For me, vinyl’s too much work,” 
she says. 

Poirier talks about her obsessions.) 
She just got through Tom Waits. Be- 
fore that? Sarah McLachlan, Karl 
Wallinger, Maria McKee, and Joni 
Mitchell. She’s on to techno right 
now. 

“When I have a fetish, I try to get 
everything available,” Poirier says; 
meaning bootlegs and promo discs. 

Since studying classical music at 
the Royal Conservatory in Toronto, 
she’s never had a job outside the in- 
dustry. She’s worked at Strawber- 
ries, Newbury Comics, and Warner 
Bros. To “feed her habit,” as she 
puts it. 

“I have no shame,” Poirier says. 
“Everybody’s in this industry for 
the same reason. I have an insa- 
tiable palate. Music, for me, is the 
only thing that I chose that will 
continue to make me happy for the 
rest of my life.” 

Poirier has a problem, but Lyres 
leader Jeff “Monoman” Conolly is 
even worse off. His first record was 
a live Searchers LP co-opted from 
his older sister. Here he is, 31 years 
later, still skulking through thrift 
shops. (He bought a player in 1986 
to hear a Lyres disc.) 

Like me, he’s trying to understand 
what drives him to buy what he: 
knows he doesn’t need. 

“Every time I go into the so-called 
vault room, I say, ‘What does this 
mean?’ And I had to come up with 
some answers. Somebody always 
uses the old cliché, ‘I want to be able 

to hand this down to my 
grandchildren.’ Bullshit!” 
Conolly’s theory starts 
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A CD junkie looks for the roots of his

small, with the idea of acquisition. 

“That’s the whole ball game,” he says. 
“Maybe there are some people who are 
true hoarders. For me, it’s the actual going 
out and looking for the treasure. Once 
you’ve got it, you’re ready for the next 
thing.” 

He moves on to the old recycling line. 

“We're finding them in thrift stores, and 
what we’re trying to do is rescue all the 
records before they get ruined. . . . We’re 
liberating them from certain doom.” 

Conolly’s favorite scavenging story took 
place outside Tower two years ago. He was 
walking to Mystery Train to meet his wife 
when he spotted a dumpster at the end of 
Newbury Street. 

“These people from Tower were carry- 
ing out huge, Battlestar Galactica record 
bins. And there was this guy with a ham- 
mer, and he was just smashing them to 
bits,” says Conolly. “I screamed, ‘No, no, 
no!’” 

The workers had mercy, offering him a 
bin as long as he moved it fast. Conolly 
paid a bum $10 to help haul it to the alley 
behind Mystery Train. He had a piano- 
mover friend come later; the friend took 
the bin to Cambridge and hoisted it 
through Conolly’s fifth-floor apartment 
window. 

Finally, Conolly gets downright spooky. 

“Acquiring these treasures, that’s kind of 
a way of delaying the death process,” he 
says. “An immortality.” 

' These days, Conolly provides a perfect 
profile of the untreated addict. He admits 
to sometimes feeling that he “shouldn’t be 
doing this” and declines to say how many 
records he has (“I think that if I counted 
them I would be upset”). 

And then he tells me about his latest at- 
tachment. 

“You know,” Conolly says. “I’m really 
getting into prerecorded reel-to-reels.” 

Is he talking about the small dusty boxes 
in ny grandmother’s basement, one of 
which contains Barbra Streisand’s Funny 
Girl? 

“It’s almost,” Conolly says of the reel-to- 
reels, “as if they don’t exist.” 


On the wagon 

I went into a tailspin four years ago, 
when HMV arrived. The chain takes Tow- 
er’s sensory-overload strategy to the next 
level: TVs everywhere, music blasting — 
and none of it in any way connected. 
: Where the Newbury Street area had 
been the only real four-fingered slap 
(Tower, Newbury Comics, Looney Tunes, 
and Mystery Train), | now had Har- 
vard/Central Square to contend with 
(Newbury Comics, HMV, Second Com- 
ing, Looney Tunes, Cheapo, and 
Pipeline). For months, I ran, numbly, 
from store to store, desperately trying to 
keep up with each 
new price war. And 
then, like most of 
us do, I cracked. 

Cracking isn’t as 
bad as it sounds. 
To a disc-head, it 
can be as simple as 
devising a 
scheme 
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for free CDs. Some go into retail. Some 
break into apartment complexes. Some 
write reviews. 

After working several months as a 
news reporter at the Middlesex News, in 
Framingham, I began to review CDs for 
free. Some reviews were positive; some 
were negative. All the critiques were 
buried in the Sunday paper. But every 
Monday morning, I’d faithfully collect 
the write-ups, attach my business card, 
and mail the clips off to the record com- 
panies’ publicity departments. Before 
long, I’d earned a spot on coveted mail- 
ing lists. 

See, there’s no turning back once you’re 
on a list. Essentially, a relationship is born. 


Publicist: “Hello [insert writer’s 
name]. I just wanted you to know I am 
seriding lots of free CDs.” 

Reviewer: “Splendid. Could you Feder- 
al Express them? Deadlines, you 
know.” 

Publicist: “Why, of course.” 


By last winter, after four months of re- 
views, I had ali sorts of packages coming. 
Matador’s rep “introduced” me to the la- 
bel, sending 15 discs that included Pave- 
ment, Liz Phair, Thinking Fellers Union 
Local #282, and Guided by Voices. Rhino 


countered with box sets, six CDs of 
rhythm and blues, five of doo- 





wop, and three of Sun rockabil- 
ly. Capitol presented two Frank 
Sinatra collections and some 
Beach Boy reissues (so I could 
“check the sound”). Blue 
Note came through with 
matching Thelonious Monk and 
Bud Powell compilations, 
Columbia sent a brilliant Louis 
Armstrong anthology, and I 
even got a four-disc set 
from a small label in Cali- 
fornia documenting the 
complete works of “Weird 
Al” Yankovic.3 

Having the booty was un- 
settling at times. I felt like I 
was working for the industry, 
even when I slammed a 
particular disc. I also : \ 
felt it was my duty 
as a journalist to 
review every CD 
sent my way, a 
ridiculous, 
unreach- 
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able goal. (A disc might mean $11.99 to 
you and me, but to Warner Bros. or 
Columbia it’s simply a 27.5-square-inch 
piece of plastic, the product.) 

The fact is, whatever my reservations, 
when the mail arrived I was happier than a 
pedophile at an unsupervised Boy Scout 
Convention. And like a true addict, I be- 
lieved at the time — after going months 
without buying a single CD — that I had 
overcome my addiction. 

When I got this job at the Phoenix last 
winter, and severed my ties with the pro- 
mo people, I was sure I'd beaten it. I had 
enough discs and would need no more. 
Then, on my way to work the first day, I 
walked out of the Kenmore Square T 
Station and passed Planet Records. 
Crossing the bridge on Brookline Avenue 
toward Fenway Park, I looked to the left 
and spotted the Gothamesque roof of 
Tower Records darkening the end of 
Newbury Street. Within a week, I fell off 
the wagon.

reissue stuff because all the reissues, by and 
large, are being done on analog master tapes 
and...” 


He continues. In the process, he’s added 
the love of technology to a list that already 
includes the thrill of the quest, the call to 
recycle, and a personal battle against im- 
mortality. 

Where this leaves me, I don’t know. Just 
to “research” this story, | bought Kus- 
tomized’s Battle for Space, a Lyres disc, a

aunessa Vale pulls up in front of my building in 
YY: spent blue Plymouth, the muffler hacking 
away. “I bet you don’t recognize me,” he says 
_ as I settle, somewhat disconcerted, into the passenger 
seat. The last and only time I’d seen Vaunessa, he was a 
she, leaving Jacque’s, Boston’s legendary gender-bender 
club, in a beaded cocktail dress, sheer stockings, and vel- 
vet pumps, wisps of a blond wig framing her Maybelline 
face. Now, out of drag, she is a he whose natural resem- 
blance to Pee-wee Herman is offset by two-inch-long fin- 
gernails, a blue sweat suit, and white leather high tops. 
He puts the jalopy in first gear and we head toward 
Brookline for his 11 a.m. voice lesson with local cabaret 
singer and pianist John O’Neil. 
“Hi, it’s me, Vaughn,” he says into the squawk box, ex- 
plaining that a few still call him by his original name. 


Up in O’Neil’s apartment, as the two of them gossip | 


about a mutual friend in the hospital having her toe re- 
moved, I count 54 hats hanging on the peach-colored 
walls. 

The lesson finally begins with jaw massaging and affect- 
ed yawning, and ends with Vaunessa standing at the piano, 
singing “Everything’s Coming Up Roses.” 

“IT see myself as a torch singer in fabulous gowns, 
sprawled over the piano,” he tells O’Neil, who likes the 
idea of a future cabaret act featuring Vaunessa’s showgirl 
flair. Joining forces with 36-year-old Vaunessa, hailed in 


the gender-bender community as one of Boston’s top fe- © 


* male impersonators, will be a showbiz coup. But it’s 
Vaunessa’s class-act reputation off-stage — no drugs, lots 
of smarts, a friend to many — that earns her the status of 
perhaps the most estimable queen in town. 


A field of poppies 

Back in the Plymouth, and still unsure what to make of 
each other, we drive to Vaunessa’s co-op on Lawrence 
Street (once known as Vaseline Alley) in the more upscale 
part of the South End. Vaunessa is delighted to find the 


latest Frederick’s of Hollywood catalogue in the mailbox. 

We climb the three flights of stairs to his top-floor, one- 
bedroom apartment, which Vaunessa calls his “pent- 
house,” and I get the grand tour: a functional bedroom; a 
living room with two long plush couches, and walls painted 
pale pink; a small dressing room with hundreds of ball 
gowns and dresses, all in sizes 8 to 10, hanging on store 
racks, two dozen wigs, and a vanity table fit for, well, a 
queen. 

While he’s on the phone with one of his “girlfriends” — 
another drag queen — oohing and aahing about a new pair 
of tan fishnet stockings Vaunessa bought for $13, I keep 
busy looking at a wall covered with photographs. I’m not

too surprised that one of them is of Vaunessa dressed up as 
Pee-wee Herman. Turns out that before earning a living in 
drag, he worked for 11 years as a clothing-store manager, 
and moonlighted as a Pee-wee impersonator. His act took 
him around the country and he ended up on both People 
Are Talking and Good Day. The rest of the photos feature 
Vaunessa performing leading theatrical roles at East 


) Stroudsburg University of Pennsylvania. 


Over a three-hour cup of coffee at his kitchen table, 
Vaunessa explains his transition from a heterosexual male 
to a gay man to a drag queen whose gender is defined as 
neither male nor female, but “just me.” Having lived the 
life of a heterosexual, suppressing his attraction toward 
men until the age of 30, Vaunessa says of his sexual awak- 
ening, “It was like Dorothy waking up in that field of pop- 
pies in the Emerald City.” But just as his relationships with 
women left him physically and emotionally unsatisfied, so 
too, he soon learned, did his relationships with gay men. 
Dressing in drag proved to be the one fulfilling alternative. 

“I started dressing in drag purely for the theatrical as- 
pect,” he says, “And the more I got dressed for shows or a 
girls’ night out, so to speak, the more the gender thing 
started coming up. I wasn’t aware that there was a sexual 
lifestyle associated with dressing in drag; and at first I 
thought it was very freaky that a man would be interested 
in a guy dressed up as a woman.” 

That “freaky” feeling dissipated when Vaunessa met a 
more seasoned group of drag queens who showed him the 


» ropes. “They told me, ‘You haven't lived until you’ve expe- 


rienced the type of guys that come after drag queens.’ They 


» acknowledged and okayed the whole lifestyle.” 


Men with a penchant for drag queens are typically 


rugged blue-collar workers who lead otherwise heterosexu- 


al lives. “Most of these men are not closeted homosexu- 
als,” says Vaunessa, “which is what a lot of people think. 
Just as there are men attracted to men and men attracted 
to women, there is a whole legitimate population of men 
who are attracted to drag queens. And they’re bisexual — 
even if they try hard to keep their straight image.” 

As if out of a script, the phone rings; the caller says he’s 
in town for the day, and asks if he could he come over for 
the afternoon. Vaunessa can’t quite place him until he says, 
“You told me that I look just like the kind of guy you’d be 
attracted to, because I look like an electrician who might 
come to your home to do repairs.” Vaunessa offers him a 
flirtatious laugh, and tells him he’s busy (not to mention 
he’s not in drag), but perhaps another time. 

“It’s a tremendous turn-on for me. The mere idea that 
I’m able to snag or end up with a 6-foot-plus, 200-pound- 
plus, macho straight guy is very exciting, because that real- 
ly shouldn’t happen. Gay society says I should take off my 
drag and meet gay boys.” 

As a child growing up in the Pocono Mountains, straight 
society said he should play Little League and do what all 
little boys do. “But all I wanted to do,” says Vaunessa, 
“was twirl a baton and make cookies with my mother.” 
And put on his Aunt Adelaide’s size-five green pumps and 
his mother’s fuchsia satin bathrobe. 

When Vaunessa sat his parents down six years ago to 
tell them of his lifestyle change, they responded that as 
long as he was happy, they were, too. “They have an amaz- 
ing capacity,” he says, “to accept things in my life that I’m 
sure they would find unacceptable in the lives of others.” 

Vaunessa lets out a long day’s-end yawn. Drag life dic- 


tates that he get his beauty rest before the show tonight at 
Jacque’s. I leave him to sleep and tell him I'll catch up are 


with him later. 


Making up is hard to do 

When I return to his “penthouse” at 8:30, Vaunessa is 
showered, shaved, and wrapped in a red cotton robe. He 
sits down at his vanity table, cluttered with make-up, jewel- 


ry, and 11 drag-pageant trophies — including Miss Massa- 


chusetts USA, Miss Tri-State, and Miss New England. 
He pops a ‘70s disco tape into the cassette player and 
the transformation begins. 


“It’s all right to use globs of make-up, as long as it ~ 


blends,” he says as he starts meticulously applying setting 
powder, foundation, burgundy and orange rouge, black eye- 


liner, fake lashes, mascara, false eyebrows, rust and brown | 
eye shadow, terra-cotta lip liner, Heather Mist Pink lip- ~~ 


stick, neutral lip gloss. Vaunessa reaches for a tissue. “Ev- 
erybody knows you’ve got to blot your lipstick.” 

A beauty mark on the left cheek and a full hour later, the 
glamour-girl face is contoured and complete. 

Now it’s time to attend to the body. 

Vaunessa is blessed with shapely legs and slender arms, 
but says, “I use every secret in the book to achieve that 
full, feminine figure.” Two girdles (made out of control- 
top panty hose), a little foam rubber here and there, and 
a padded and stuffed bra are the only secrets he’ll reveal. 


He won’t tell me why there’s not a trace of hair to be © 


seen on his body, but assures me he doesn’t take hor- 
mones, aS many a queen does. Body waxing? Electroly- 
sis? He won’t say. As compensation, he divulges a drag- 
queen favorite, the tracheal shave: a surgical reduction 
of the Adam’s apple. 

Time is running short, even with all the clocks in the 
apartment set 15 minutes fast. He slips on a pair of sheer 


brown hose, a short, tight, black sequined dress with ™ 


spaghetti straps, and a pair of pumps. 
“Is this dress too tight? Do I look fat?” 


I assure him he’s got the body of a Las Vegas showgirl. 

He puts on a long and curly strawberry-blond wig, gives it 
a heavy dose of hair spray, and pulls two chunky faux-dia- 
mond rings and a pair of teardrop earrings out of the jew- 
elry mound. 

“IT will never truly know what a woman feels like,” he 
says, “but when I’m all dolled up, I feel like what I think a 
woman would feel like.” 

His low-pitched voice is the only trace left of his mas- 
culinity, and I have unwittingly suspended my disbelief. The 
person standing before me is no longer a he, but a she. 


Show biz 


Before heading to Jacque’s, in Bay Village, we swing 
down to Mass Ave to pick up Lakia Mondale, a voluptuous 
28-year-old drag queen with honey-colored skin who’s been 
living as a woman 24 hours a day for the last 13 years. She 
hops into the car. “Hi, Sugar. It’s a good thing you’re late. 
Gave me time to finish my apricot-and-apple facial peel.” 

Before performing full-time as a female impersonator, 
Lakia worked for two years in a home for children with 
cerebral palsy, and one year in the accounting office at 
Beth Israel Hospital. “The kids’ home was the best job I 
had. Long as I did my job, that’s all I was judged on.” But 
at Beth Israel, she went to great pains to protect her femi- 
nine identity, including storing sanitary napkins in her desk 
drawer, in case anyone thought to look. 

“You have to find a place where society will let you fit 
in, and that’s not easy,” says Lakia, who now spends her 
days following The Young and the Restless and One Life to 
Live. 

At Jacque’s, it’s the slew of drag queens, cross-dressers, 
and transsexuals who set the norms, if there are any. I fol- 
low Vaunessa and Lakia past the pool table, the dimly lit 
L-shaped bar and stage area, and into the 9-by-3-foot 
dressing room, where Norrel, an attractively corpulent 
queen, is polishing rhinestone earrings with a shoe mitt 
swiped from a hotel room. 

Vaunessa shifts into her show-director mode, arranging 
the line-up with the “girls” and coordinating the music 
with Joe Pro, the DJ. I take a seat at the bar and order a 
soda from a post-op transsexual. The club is mostly empty, 
save for a few cross-dressers hunched over the other end of 
the bar, a dozen men you'd otherwise find at a truck stop, 
and a few gay couples seated at tables in front of the stage. 

At 10:30, the DJ silences his Melissa Etheridge track 
and a spotlight beams down on the stage. The first riff of a 
Barry White tune opens the show, and Lakia appears from 
behind the black curtains in a tight red satin dress, seduc- 
tively moving her hips and lip-synching, “Can’t Get Enough 
of Your Love, Baby.” 

She can dance, she can synch, but there aren’t enough 
hands in the club to generate much applause. 

Norrel is next to slide on stage, and receives a ripple of 
laughs for her performance of “Big Long Sliding Thing,” 
before returning to the dressing room. 

After a short pause, two large white feathers peek out 
from the curtain, followed by Vaunessa in a sparkling white 
gown flowing down to her ankles. As she glides gracefully 
across the stage twirling her feathers, it’s clear she has 
choreographed every move she makes to her k.d. lang num- 
ber. She glances my way and lip-synchs, “I can’t explain 
why I became Miss Chatelaine.” 

She’s got the small audience mesmerized, including 
Matt, the busboy who taps me on the shoulder and says, 
“Vaunessa’s so great. She’s like the Ziggy Stardust of the 
‘90s.” 

But with the oddly low turnout tonight, Vaunessa’s star- 
dom will go unnoticed. The show draws to an end at mid- 
night. “Without an audience,” quips Norell, “you feel like 
a man in a dress running around flapping his lips to some- 
body else’s voice.” 

Out in front of Jacque’s, two men, one in a suit and one 
in a sweatshirt and jeans, follow Vaunessa and Lakia to the 
car. 

“Want to go out? Want to get a drink?” they ask. 

Neither of them does, and we all go home to our sepa- 
rate lives. 


Powder and glass 

The following night I help Vaunessa load the Plymouth 
with boxes of wigs and garment bags full of gowns, high 
heels, and boas. She swings her hips into the driver’s seat 
and we head north on route 93 to Stoneham for the “Les 
Follies” dinner ‘n’ drag show at the Montvale Plaza. 

In the marble-mirrored ballroom, 175 straight suburban- 
ites eat cake and wait for the show. I opt to join the five 
half-naked primping queens in the dressing room. 

Old-timer and drag master of ceremonies Karl Houston 
crushes a 10th cigarette, the filter smeared with red lip- 
stick, into an ashtray and tells me that back in the ‘60s, a 
gorgeous queen had to watch her back. “The other queens 
would get so jealous, they’d do things like put shards of 
brown glass in your face powder. When you went to brush 
it on, your whole face would start bleeding.” Until the 
late ‘80s, fist fights over a dress, a man, or even a song 
were considered routine in Boston. In today’s more sub- 
dued atmosphere, a queen will lend a girl her earrings, 
but not her best pair. 

I return to the ballroom just as the chandeliers are 
dimmed. A spotlight zeroes in on the silver-tinseled stage 
and the audience is quickly reeled in by the “showgirls.” 
After Cher takes away the heartache, Vaunessa tap-dances 
her way on stage as Anne Miller in black leather hot pants 
and a cropped black leather vest. The crowd is abuzz with 
applause and smiles — all except the men in the 25-to-40 
age range sitting next to their wives. They struggle to look 
nonchalant, to feign yawns as they sneak glances at 
Vaunessa’s legs and midriff. By the time a Tina Turner 
lookalike shimmies her wares in a tiny red dress, these

stern-faced men are looking as if they’re 


about to be fired from their jobs. 


After the show, the audience files along the 
queens’ receiving line, showering such praise 
as, “Great show, girls,” and, “You’re all just 
sO gorgeous.” 

By midnight, we’re back in the Plymouth, 
now driving Southbound on Route 93. 
Vaunessa has a quick show to do with two 
other queens at Locke-Ober, this time for a 
large private party of young Brahmins with 
cash to burn. As we take the exit for down- 
town, she gets “spooked” (drag slang for 
checked out) by a guy in a pickup. 

“Men have accepted the defeminization of 
women,” says Vaunessa, “But they haven’t 
forgotten, or given up on the feeling of seeing 
a glamorous woman. That’s certainly part of 
my sexual appeal to these guys.” 

What lies at the root of her appeal is hid- 
den under the green-sequin dress she’s wear- 
ing, though. “The big exciting phenomenon is 
that this beautiful girl has a penis — that’s 
the bottom line,” she says. 

Just as I am swept up in the illusion of 
Vaunessa’s femininity, so, too, are the osten- 
sibly straight men she dates. “The relation- 
ship is just like a heterosexual relationship. 
They treat me like a woman, call me their 
‘girlfriend,’ and I naturally play the part.” 

Still, when it comes time to take off her 
drag — make-up, wig and all — not every 
man she spends the night with is willing to 
stick around. 

“Some guys are right up front and say, I’m 
only interested in you as a woman.’ But there 
are special men out there who are willing to 
look beyond the make-up. These are the guys 
who mean the most to me, guys who don’t 
just know there is another side to me, but ex- 
pect it and are willing to be a part of it.” 

But at some point, whether it be at 3 a.m., 
10 a.m., or a year later, even those “special 
men” return to their straight lives, or to their 
wives. “You have to accept that you’re only 
going to get a certain percentage of these 
guys,” she says, “and I’ve decided that these 
men are so nice and desirable that I will ac- 
cept whatever percentage of them I can 
have.” Despite the bleak prospects for a long- 
term relationship with a man willing to aban- 
don his lifestyle for hers, Vaunessa’s confi- 
dent nature keeps her optimistic. 

“It will happen some day,” she says, hand- 
ing her car keys to the valet at Locke-Ober. 


Pink latex dress 

Vaunessa and I take a couple days’ break 
from each other. When we meet again for an 
afternoon of shopping, he’s wearing yellow 
sweat pants and a leather bomber jacket. I 
hop in the car, happy to see him. 

Our first stop is Central Square, where he 
picks up a month’s supply of Sensor razors at 
Walgreen’s and a medium-brown eyebrow 
pencil at Venus Cosmetics. Next, it’s on to the 
Colonial Drugstore, in Harvard Square, the 
only place he can find CoverMark Face Magic, 
a product that claims to “hide any problem, 
including eye circles, birthmarks, bruises, age 
spots, acne” — and, Vaunessa adds, “beard.” 
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At the Garment District, we head straight 
for the vintage gowns, where I pick out for 
him a long, glitzy pink dress made out of la- 
tex, and a multi-colored pantsuit. He can’t 
believe my taste. And neither can I, as he 
makes the $8.95 purchase. 

We skip Filene’s, where he usually shops, 
and where the saleswomen call him at home 
to tell him about bargain prices on ball 
gowns. I can’t imagine which changing room 
he uses. “The women’s, of course,” he says. 
“A lot of times the women will say, ‘Is that 
for you? When you get it on, let me see it... 
Oh, I wish I could wear that. You have a bet- 
ter figure than I do.’ “ 

On a rack at Marshalls, Vaunessa eyes a 
green suede mini-skirt that’s all too familiar 
to him. He’s miffed to see the zipper still bro- 
ken. He bought, and returned, the damaged 
skirt two weeks ago. 

The following Saturday night, at Jacque’s, 
Vaunessa is wearing her new pink dress that 
serves as perfect garb for her famous Karen 
Carpenter impersonation. As she performs 
“Top of the World,” tonight’s packed house 
of gays, queens, and men looking for adven- 
ture can’t seem to get enough. I follow proto- 
col at Jacque’s by standing up with an out- 
stretched arm waiting for Vaunessa to take 
the $1 tip from my hand. When she finally 
reaches me, at least 50 singles are tucked be- 
tween her fingers. 


A singular high 

A tour of Boston’s drag scene is not com- 
plete without a visit to the Playland Café, in 
the Combat Zone. Here I’m introduced to the 
darker side of life in drag. It’s here that Ro- 
man Pickett, a 23-year-old pre-op transsexual 
who went by the name Chanelle, met his ac- 
cused killer, William Palmer, on November 
19. Back at Palmer’s apartment, Palmer al- 
legedly strangled Pickett when he discovered 
“Chanelle” was a man. “It’s not the first time 
a drag queen was killed by a date, and it 
won't be the last,’” Vaunessa laments. 

Outside Playland, three queens, hands on 
hips, wait on separate corners to turn a trick. 
For some, Vaunessa explains, it’s a way to 
pay the rent. For others, it’s money to fuel a 
crack habit. Whatever the reason, an esti- 
mated 50 percent of Boston drag queens con- 
tinue to fall into prostitution. 

Inside, Playland is a haven for crack deal- 
ers, pimps, and more prostitutes in drag. But 
it’s also a place for a clean-living queen like 
Vaunessa to bring a date, meet a date, or 
wind down after the show. After a quick 
once-over of the seedy bar area downstairs, 
we head upstairs to the lounge, where a few 
strings of white Christmas lights and a wall 
full of framed playbills from Broadway shows 
are the only decor. At one end of the room, a 
piano player sings, “Luck Be a Lady”; at the 
other, a restless queen in dominatrix get-up 
cracks her whip on an empty bar stool. 
Somewhere between the two, another queen 
smiles tenderly at her man. 

Vaunessa and I sit at the bar talking, no 
paper and pen between us, the piano man 
playing on and on. At 3 a.m., the night and 
my time spent with Vaunessa roll to an end. 
We say good-bye, and all I can think to tell 
her is, “Thanks.” I watch her drive away in 
the Plymouth, her fingernails waving out 
the window. Q

To stay or to go? That is the question. If you aim to caffeinate yourself, 
munch on freshly baked goodies, and people-watch, the answer is To Go. 
This little South End bakery (once known as East Meets West) with 
the chic, sharply contrasting decor has but three tables from which to ob- 
serve the endless and entertaining stream of neighborhood glitterati. The 
hissing espresso machine in the background produces all the de rigueur 
espresso drinks, ranging in price from $1.25 to $2.25 for singles and 
$1.50 to $2.50 for doubles. The aforementioned baked goods include 
] [ / muffins and scones ($1 to 


$1.25), cookies ($1.25), 


bagels (75 cents), pies, 


tarts, and cakes in myriad flavors. The muffins are huge and moist, with 


lots of cinnamon in the batter. 

Greater sustenance is also available, heated to eat in, or to go. Home- 
made soup costs $1.85 for a small, $2.25 for a medium, and $2.50 for a 
large; slabs of pizza with thick, bready crusts are $2.95 per; and salads 
such as duck lo mein and lemon basil bulghur cost $2.25 for a small serv- 
ing and $4 for a large. 

To Go, at 314 Shawmut Avenue, in Boston, is open Monday through 
Saturday from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m., and on Sunday from 7:30 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m. Call 482-1015.

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The Barking Crab 


Hearty seafood in an 
appealing crab-shack setting 


by Robert Nadeau 


his spot was first a sum- 

mer-only restaurant called 

Venus Seafood. Like many 

seasonal restaurants in 

New England resort areas, 
it had tables under a tent — but this lob- 
ster place was right in the heart of the 
city. The fun of it was to eat lobsters “in 
the rough” with a clear view of the 
downtown skyscrapers. The two women 
who ran the place, now of Brookline’s 
Zuxuz Café, did a good job on the food, 
with maybe a nod and a wink about the 
rustic format. 

When the joke got old for Venus 
Seafood, they passed the lease to the 
Barking. Crab. Now the 
Barking Crab has devel- 
oped the other side of the 
building, a former whole- 
saler called Neptune 
Seafood, into a year-round 
restaurant. 

The tone is still quite 
homespun, with hanging 
lamps made by filling wire 
crab traps with white 
Christmas-tree bulbs. And 
the fun is kind of the same, 
Forty feet from where we 
sat in the tent during the 
summer, we had a view out 
the back windows that 
added the old Northern Av- 
enue Bridge to the perfect 
prospect of International 
Place. It isn’t the Brooklyn 
Bridge and the lights of 
Manhattan, but it is a view 
both grand and funny. Shift 
your eyes around, and you are in a kind 
of seapgitt shanty — live lobster and crab 
tanks, @xposed beams and wiring, ma- 
sonite walls, menu specials chalked on 
slate — but warmed by the atmosphere 
as well as an antique parlor stove. 

The food aims a notch higher than at 
the old summer place. For one thing, 
there is an effort to promote crabs in sev- 
eral forms, although the crab cake is un- 
pretentiously served as a “crab burger.” 
And although there are numerous fried 
platters, there is also a shark steak wor- 
thy of, well, Zuxuz Café. 

This is not to accuse the Barking Crab 
people of anything like a self-conscious 
style. If a sailor wandered in, he or she 
would feel right at home, and so would 
a Harvard professor on a date with a 
stockbroker. On a cold, quiet evening, 
the staff here was roasting chestnuts on 
the parlor stove and passing them 
around, and letting kids toast marsh- 
mallows. 

Appetizers are frankly good without el- 
egance. The dense bread and butter is 
terrific. And then come the plates of fried 
things, such as shrimp ($5.25), clams 
($6.95), and calamari ($6.25). If you like 
belly clams, the clams are outstanding. 
The calamari, with garlic and fried pep- 
per flakes, are likewise excellent. And the 
shrimp are perfectly fried. In fact, you 
could go right on to a fisherman’s platter 
($11.95) and add a fried cod fillet, 
coleslaw, and french fries with a lot of 
salt and pepper sprinkled on — and that 
would be that. 

On another kind of evening, the spicy 
shrimp salad ($7.95) is a gentler version 
of a Thai salad. And there is even a crab 
spring roll ($7.95). Yet it is hard to re- 
sist clam chowder ($3.50), served in 
one of a vast collection of motley mugs, 
rich and creamy, though mine tasted 
more like celery than seafood. The other

soup our night was a credible beef bar- 
ley ($3.50). And for lobster-shack nos- 
talgia as well as flavor, a bucket of 
steamer clams ($6.95). Ours were un- 
usually large and juicy, and authentically 
a little sandy. 

The main-dish crab choices are the 
“lonely crab” (seasonal, currently 
$5.95), which is a whole boiled stone | 
crab; and the crab burger ($9.25). The | 
latter is an excellent large crab cake in a 
hamburger roll with coleslaw and the 
seasoned fries. The former is served 
like a New England lobster, with the 
claws partially pre-cracked, and the 
usual kit of bib, fork, nutcracker, and 
bucket. That isn’t enough for stone 
crabs, where the classic kit adds a mal- 
let, and rightly so. 

There is also a lonely 
lobster (currently $10.75 
for a one-pounder), and a 
less lonely clambake with 
lobster, steamers, corn on 
the cob, and such ($18.95 
with a one-pound lobster). 


England boiled dinner (we | 
are technically in South | 
Boston on this side of the | 
channel), chicken, pork | 
chops, and so on, but it | 
would be a travesty to or- 
der such things under the 
eyes of wooden mermaids 
and lobsters. 

No harm in a shrimp | 
scampi, on spaghetti with 
plenty of garlic. Nor in 
that grilled “thresher 
shark,” ($9.95), marinated 
in vinegar and served with 
a salad of beans, carrots, | 
and cinnamon which I can only describe 
as “Moroccan.” 

The beer list is outstanding, with all 
the top local brews, such as Samuel 
Adams and Tremont Ale. The localest 
of all, Harpoon, is on draft. We split 
up a pitcher ($11) of the “winter 
warmer,” and it was well-made ale | 
with a useful, not-cloying hint of cin- 
namon. And snuck in a big glass of | 
Harpoon IPA ($3.25) that was as clean 
and sharp a brew as Harpoon has ever 
produced. 

The Barking Crab also has good coffee 
and decaf, and very promising desserts, 
for a fish house. Managing to please all 
comers, they range from a very good pear 
sorbet ($2.95) to a large, crumbly marble 
cake ($4.25). Only the gummy apple cob- 
bler ($4.25) needed some reform, possi- 
bly to be served hot, but the vanilla ice 
cream patched it nicely for now. 

It’s hard to explain why the sur- 
roundings are so convincing. The 
room is a barely converted shack on | 
the docks, with oilcloth tacked over the | 
tables as in any crab shack. Only the 
oilcloth has an abstract-expressionist 
design that suggests San Francisco 
(also a crab destination, of course). 
And the background music is broadly | 
rooted in the mid ’70s. Some disco, 
some jazz, a lot of early Elvis Costello, 
a little salsa. The atmosphere is conta- 
gious, and that makes something like 
the illustrated chart of North Atlantic 
crustaceans in the bathroom into a big 
attraction. (They let people smoke, 
and it does affect the air quality, | 
should warn you.) 

We had great service, hearty and fast, 
and this can bring a lot of disparate ele- 
ments together. With less spirit in service 
and food, the Barking Crab could be a 
dive. But the way it is now, it’s an island 
of humanity in the Puritan city. QO

Among the essential fixtures of the coffee table are coffee- 
table books. According to a 1963 issue of the London Sun- 
day Times Magazine, these “used to be called grand-piano 
books,” and are “too big for a bookshelf, full of beautiful 


pictures, costing a lot.” 


Today’s coffee-table books are trimmer than their ances- 
tors. Improvements in printing technology mean that their 
illustrations can be even more spectacular. Because book 
prices have inflated far less than others, and quality paper- 
back editions are common, coffee-table books now seem 


affordable. 


They’ve changed in structure as well as format: they no 
longer have a beginning, a middle, and an end. Like com- 
pact disks, they are made up of discrete sections — layouts, 
captions, sidebars, chapters, timelines — that can be 
“played” in any order. Most of the books, including the ones 
reviewed below, can be opened at random, browsed for 15 
minutes or an hour, and set aside. Thus the new coffee- 
table book may be an icon of the cyber-obsessed ’90s: book 
as artifact, suggesting a historical past but designed for a 
post-literate generation used fo the multimedia, multidimen- 
sional narratives of an electronic, interactive world. 

The books’ social role has also evolved. Once, coffee- 
table books rarely strayed from such bland, tasteful subjects 
as “famous painters” or “grand houses.” Today, like peo- 
ple’s lifestyles, they are much more likely to be a variation 
on the norm. Instead of suggesting “high status” or “good 
taste,” they can reflect a whole range of attitudes. 

In a symbolic sense, coffee-table books read us more than 
we read them. They proclaim our identities, or at least our 
self-images, to the world. When visitors pick them-up, the 
books read them, by provoking their reactions to what we 
think we are. 

Perhaps these are the only printed books we will own in 
the electronic future. Choose them wisely — they may say 
more than you realize. 


® THE ART OF THE NEW YORKER 1925-1995, by 
Lee Lorenz. Alfred A. Knopf, 200 pages, $40. 

At its birth in 1925, the New Yorker’s founders pro- 
claimed that it would be “the magazine which is not edited 
for the old lady in Dubuque.” This was, of course, a clever 
lie: the New Yorker has always been edited for the old lady in 
Dubuque — the one who secretly thinks of herself as a New 
Yorker. The focus of the magazine’s powerfully vicarious 
appeal has always been its illustrations, particularly its car- 
toons. They have remained its initiation rite. “If you find 
this amusing,” they seem to say, “then you are one of ys.” 


Lee Lorenz is a cartoonist who began at the New Yorker — 


as a contract artist in the ’50s, served as art editor for 20 
years, and continues as the magazine’s cartoon editor. His 
book is largely a personal memoir — at its best when he re- 
calls the artists who have been his colleagues and friends. 
The artworks Lorenz has selected are very New Yorker — 
light, sophisticated, endearing, and with just a bit of an 
edge. Though his writing is clear and warmly engaging, his 
relentlessly tactful tone smacks a bit of official corporate 
history. He only hints that he might have written something 
much spicier. 

In jaded Manhattan, The Art of the New Yorker is perhaps 
more likely to end up on the bedside stand or in the guest 
bath than on the coffee table. It will be entertaining, if not 
especially illuminating, in any location.

n the pages of Architectural Digest, coffee tables are 
never used for serving coffee. Instead, they are house 
altars, carefully arranged with a selection of signifi- 
cant things — vases, small framed pictures, useless 
little boxes, enigmatic objects — that suggest the 
tastes, interests, social standing, and life history of the 
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ARBUS’S retarded people: the masks, far from concealing, 
throw identity into high relief. 
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MEMENTO MORI? the Titanic \urches and floods in this painting by Ken Marschall. Elegance 


and frailty without sensation or apology. 


Robert D. Ballard. Hyperion, 228 pages, $29.95 paper. 

Seventy years after it sank, haven’t we heard enough 
about the Titantic? Hyperion evidently thinks not. 

The publisher does, moreover, a splendid job. The lay- 
outs, typography, and archival pictures in Titanic have an 
Edwardian spaciousness and elegance, and Ken Marschall’s 
painted illustrations have vivid dignity no news photogra- 
pher could match. Don Lynch’s text is neither tabloid-sen- 
sational nor the least bit shy or apologetic: the author probes 
every moment and agonizing detail of the story, from the 
Titantic’s conception to its rediscovery on the ocean floor’, 
from its widows to its dogs, with historical balance and an 
air of concerned detachment. 

Would you want to have Titanic: An Illustrated History on 
your coffee table? The enduring popularity of disasters and 
mass tragedy is one of the eccentricities of humankind. Per- 
haps, in the midst of symbols of wealth and comfort, some- 
one will want to offer a kind of memento mori, a modern re- 
minder of the vanity, hubris, and ultimate frailty of all things 
human. 


* CATS IN THE SUN, by Hans Silvester. Chronicle 
Books, 144 pages, $18.95 paper. 

At first glance, Cats in the Sun looks like yet another cloy- 
ing manifestation of the never-ending cat fad. It is not. Pho- 
tographer Hans Silvester has managed to create the cat 
book for people who hate cat books — perhaps the only 
Riche in the market left unfilled. 





It helps a lot that the cats are all photographed in the 
Greek islands, where, Silvester tells us in an introduction, 
they are never allowed indoors. Instead, they bask, eat, play, 
flirt, and quarrel in the warm climate and magnificent 
scenery like jet-setters with permanent furs. Almost no peo- 
ple appear in Silvester’s book, and he leaves the impression 
that the white-washed steps, sun-filled terraces, and pic- 
turesque old arcades were created solely for feline enjoy- 
ment. 

Silvester has also used every trick of classic photography 
— from striking compositions, colors, and lighting effects 
to arrested motion and penetrating portraiture — to make 
the volume appeal as high art. Consequently, this is one cat 
book that can rest on the coffee tables of tasteful cat lovers 
without embarrassing them. 


@ SCIENCE FICTION; THE ILLUSTRATED EN- 
CYCLOPEDIA, by John Clute. Dorling Kindersley, 
312 pages, $39.95. 

Dorling Kindersley, a British publisher, specializes in 
books that integrate text with specially made, richly col- 
ored illustrations; | am particularly fond of its travel 
guides. Science Fiction: The Illustrated Encyclopedia, 
however, is neither truly illustrated nor a real encyclope- 
dia. The pictures are reproductions of paperback covers, 
movie stills, and vintage book illustrations that are inter- 
esting but often seem incidental to the content. The text, 
meanwhile, is a series of chronologies interspersed with

related historical essays and-author biographies (the 
book’s strength). 

Clute, an award-winning serious scholar of science fic- 
tion, writes in a style that is half pulp, half postmodern 
academic. The odd combination makes him entertaining 
to read. His insights into the relationship between the 
fantasies of science fiction and the real anxieties of mod- 
ern technological life are excellent and often arresting. 

Clute’s text seems aimed at committed fans — people 
who will visit its pages primarily to see old friends, not make 
new ones. And, with a light-diffracting cover, the book is 
glitzy enough for the coffee table of a confirmed Trekkie or 
any true believer. 





® THE FLIGHT INTO EGYPT, by Timothy C. Ely. 
Chronicle Books, unpaginated, $25. 

You might imagine The Flight into Egypt sharing space 
on a coffee table with model pyramids, homeopathic in- 
cense-burners, and the collected works of Shirley 
MacLaine. A mass-market “translatioh” of an artist’s 
book by Ely, it seems to be aimed at the tonier range of 
the New Age set. 

Artists’ books are typically made by hand in single copies 
or tiny editions. Ely’s original was inspired by a notebook his 
grandfather left of his mysterious 16-week disappearance 
into Egypt in 1928. Chronicle makes an admirable attempt 
to bring Ely’s creation to a wide audience. 

The ink-and-watercolor illustrations will remind some of 
Nick Bantock’s popular Griffin & Sabine books, which are 
also published by Chronicle. Ely shares Bantock’s love of 
playful enigma: his pages are covered with the made-up 
script of an imaginary language and with map- or diagram- 
like images that deliberately defy interpretation. A good 
draftsman, he shows a fine feeling for color, and the influ- 
ence of artists from Paul Klee to Jasper Johns. The resulting 
drawings are, however, not as intriguing as Ely probably in- 
tended. In reproduction, they come just close enough to the 
originals to suggest how much richer the handmade copy 
must be. 


® UNTITLED, by Diane Arbus. Aperture, unpaginated, 
$50. 

Of the present selection, Diane Arbus’s Untitled comes 
closest in format to the classic coffee-table book: it is out- 
sized, hardcover, and beautifully reproduces, in full-page 
photos, the last works of a well-known artist. 

The contents are another matter entirely. They are all por- 
traits, most of them previously unpublished, taken at resi- 
dences for the mentally retarded between 1969 and the year 
of Arbus’s suicide, 1971. In an afterword, Arbus’s daughter, 
Doon, writes that her mother “recognized in these pictures 
something new, something she’d been searching for for a 
long time, uncertain what shape it might be. . . . No one else 
had ever posed for her so unself-consciously, with such 
abandon, such equanimity about their own sense of identity. 
Their abandon became hers.” 

The deepest and most affecting handicap Arbus’s subjects 
betray is their inability, perhaps unwillingness, to conceal 
their true selves. Many of them wear masks and costumes, 
accessories that normally conceal identity but here throw it 
into high relief. The poses pass the borders of the eccentric 
into the out-of-control. The faces go just over the edge of 
unattractive into the grotesque. 

The visceral force of these scenes would prevent us from 
seeing them in life, not because we never encounter such 
things but because we instinctively avert our eyes if we do. 
Yet this remains a world which, as Doon Arbus points out, 
“is at the same time hauntingly familiar and, in the end, no 
more or less unfathomable than our own.” 

It is interesting that these photographs are being published 
only now; Arbus’s unwavering gaze seems in keeping with 
the current fashion for the deconstructed, the distorted, and 
the outcast that these days influences even the New Yorker. 
They also seem to have a lot to do with contemporary no- 
tions of identity, in which cachet is directly proportional to 
deviation from the normal. This is a coffee-table book for 
those with fashionably few illusions. QO

Multicultural America, where immigration and 
photography developed, at times, in harmony

early a hundred years ago, an offi- 
cial at Ellis Island named Augustus 
Sherman photographed immigrants 
as they came ashore. An amateur, 
he posed his subjects where he 
found them, in drab processing rooms or on 
granite steps. Only hours“off-their~ships, they 
stood in their finest clothes from home (worn to 
impress the government examiners), and stared 
impassively at Sherman’s lens. With the flick of 
a shutter, they became pressed flowers — 
framed and catalogued, representative of their 
species. 

Beautiful though his photographs are, it is 
easy today to view Sherman’s work as a kind of 
subjugation and abuse. What newly arrived im- 
migrant, depending on Ellis Island officials to 
gain admittance to 
America, would refuse 
to have his picture tak- 
en? And yet, as the 
stunning three-volume 
collection of pho- 
tographs Points of Entry 
suggests, the contract 
between Sherman and 
his subjects was more 
complex than that. Pub- 
lished to catalogue si- 
multaneous exhibitions 
at three of America’s 
most prominent photog- 
raphy museums (shows 
that will travel until 
September 1997), 
Points of Entry gathers a 
wide variety of images, 
including amateur snap- 
shots, professional magazine work, photocol- 
lages, and conceptual installations. Together 
they trace the entwined histories of American 
immigration and American photography. As 
they do, they reveal not so much patterns of 
dominance and submission, of oppression and 
sullen resistance, as an exchange among pho- 
tographers, their subjects, and American 
mythology.

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man worked, that exchange assumed a tremen- 
dous faith in outward appearances. In the first 
pages of A Nation of Strangers, the volume that 
features Sherman’s images, and the only one 
devoted to tracing the chronology of immigra- 
tion photography, curator Arthur Ollman re- 
tutns to the 19th-century prairie. There local 
photographers spent their summers traveling 
from farm to farm, urging their subjects to 
dress themselves up, drag their possessions out 
into their yards, and hold still. The results look 
bizarre to a modern eye: an elegant organ set 
out in the barnyard among the animals, its own- 
ers posed stiffly around it; four young women in 
fancy bows and lockets lined up behind their 
spinning wheels in a dusty front yard. Little al- 
legories of abundance, these images showed 
their subjects to be the 
self-made men and 
women of American 


They revealed noth- 
ing, however, of their 
subjects’ interior lives. 
Throughout the late 
19th and early 20th 
centuries, photogra- 
phers, whether native- 
born Americans or im- 
migrants, tended to de- 
pict newcomers as 
types: the farmer-made- 
good, the successful 
merchant, the Dutch- 
man, the “heathen Chi- 
nee.” As several recent 
snapshots of immi- 
grants in their native 
costumes suggest, this tradition persists today. 
Clearly frustrated by it, Ollman has written a se- 
ries of politically correct captions. One contem- 
porary photograph, for instance, depicts two 
aged Hmong tribeswomen posed in traditional 
dress outside a suburban ranch house. With 
necks as thick as linebackers’ and layers of rep- 
tilian wrinkles, they look as though they belong 
to an alien species, let alone an alien race. To 
minimize their strangeness, Ollman writes, 
“These people have had great difficulty adjust- 
ing to life outside of their homelands. Their ef- 
forts to survive through severe disorientation is 
[sic] nothing short of heroic.” Well, maybe, but 


































































to a less idealistic viewer they still look as strange as the 
barhounds in Star Wars. 

Fortunately, alongside such conventional records, 
American photographers have also created images de- 
signed to express their own idiosyncratic visions. In Re- 
framing America, curator Terence Pitts collects the 
work of seven European immigrants who fled the Holo- 
caust and gave this visionary tradition a shot in the arm. 

Some of them, such as Robert Frank and Lisette 
Model, are well-known, while others, such as Marion 
Palfi and the husband-and-wife team of Otto Hagel and 
Hansel Mieth, deserve to be. What makes Reframing 
America so powerful, though, is not so much the indi- 
vidual talents of the artists as the strength of their col- 
lective vision. Unlike their prairie predecessors, these 
photographers were willing to examine the underbelly of 
the American dream. Among the images of assimilation, 
the pictures of flags and maps that marked their mem- 
bership in a new country, they made photographs of fat 
lady singers, plucked chicken carcasses, Japanese in- 
ternment camps, and all-black brass bands. Where their 
predecessors had presented a formal, orderly front to.a 
potentially disordered, dangerous world, these photog- 
raphers went after all the risk and excitement they could 
find. Having escaped a war-torn Europe, they made im- 
ages bursting with the energy of their own survival. 
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In recent years, that energy has faded behind a cloud 
of melancholy. Tracing Cultures, the only volume devot- 
ed exclusively to living artists, reveals that contemporary 
immigrant photographers, like other contemporary 
Americans, have turned inward. As curator Andy 
Grundberg explains in his introduction, the 11 artists of 
Tracing Cultures “employ photography to address issues 
of cross-cultural adjustment, displacement, and loss 
from the perspective of their own lives.” Where a hun- 
dred years ago immigrants created images that showed 
how well they were adjusting to their new society, today 
they testify to the impossibility of complete assimilation. 

There is a hint here of victim art and a corresponding 
urge to ennoble. In his opening essay, for instance, 
guest writer Ronald Takaki recalls “Japanese laborers in 
the Northwest” who “chorused as their bodies fought 
the fickle weather: A railroad worker — /That’s me!/I 
am great./Yes, I am a railroad worker.” Of such verse 
Stalin would have been proud. 

Despite Takaki and Grundberg’s occasional PC ex- 
cesses, the art of these photographers bears little resem- 
blance to socialist realism. On the contrary, the rigid, 
emotionless molds into which 19th-century immigrants 
poured themselves before the camera have here broken 
open, spilling out all the longing and confusion immi- 
grants once tried to hide. Along with these new emo- 
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tions have come new forms: Albert Chong frames his 
talismanic images of shells and passports and little Jesus 
statues with hand-hammered copper cartoons; Gavin 
Lee superimposes over a row of mug shots a letter at- 
testing to his great-grandfather’s character. 

Sometimes the results are ridiculous, as when the 
artist who calls himself “I.T.O.” rings photographs of 
Civil War officers with plates of shrimp sushi. But more 
often, they are sublime. When the Vietnamese-born 
Dinh Q. Le weaves photographs of himself into images 
of European Renaissance religious paintings, he creates 
lush mandalas of mixed identity. When the Russian team 
of Komar and Melamid use photocollage to park the 
Acropolis at the end of a street in Bayonne, New Jersey, 
they set off an echo of the psychic confusion that has af- 
flicted newcomers all along. 

Among the many extraordinary images of Tracing 
Cultures, one stands out, in large part for its simplicity. 
On a gray wood panel, beneath a small, framed image of 
water, Korean-American Young Kim has inscribed the 
words, “Leaving my country was not a simple task. I 
now realize that I never really left, nor really arrived.” 
The faith in affluence and assimilation that animated the 
settlers of the Midwestern plains no longer sustains 
Kim, nor does the 19th-century photographer’s trust in 
the truth of outward forms. QO

f an autobiography promises inclu- 
siveness, a memoir suggests a de- 
gree of distillation. It offers 
epiphany more than archive. Alas, 
this isn’t the case with the

first volume of Nobel Peace 
Laureate Elie Wiesel’s 
memoirs, All Rivers Run to 
the Sea (Alfred A. Knopf, 
432 pages, $30). That may § 
be because Wiesel is 
caught in a paradox: a sur- 
vivor, he has been promi- 
nent in challenging indif- 
| ference to the Holocaust. 
| But that very process has 
turned him into a reassur- 
ing institution. The mem- 
oir, thus, is more official 
than personal, the literary 
equivalent of the oh-so-sen- 
sitive author photo on the 
dust jacket. 

Wiesel’s vita is impres- 
sive: he has written over 30 
volumes of fiction and reli- 
gious studies, won pocket- 
fuls of medals (the US 
Congressional Medal of 
Freedom and the French 
Legion of Honor, in addi- | 
tion to the Nobel). As au-  ; 
thor, lecturer, and activist 
he straddles the worlds of 
academia and popular cul- 
| ture. He is Andrew W. 
| Mellon Professor at Bos- 
ton University, and his 
books have been the sub- 
ject of a number of criti- 
cal studies. He is called 
in by Ted Koppel as a 
moral sage on Nightline 
and hangs out with presi- 
dents during Jewish 
emergencies (he flew with 
President Clinton in Air 
Force One to Yitzhak Ra- 
| bin’s funeral). Two ex- 
cerpts from Rivers Run to

from his experience in Auschwitz, but, 
according to critic Kali Tal, author of 
Worlds of Hurt: Reading the Literatures 
of Trauma (out this month from Cam- 
bridge University Press), he has lost the 
high ground by becoming “a professional 
Holocaust survivor.” Another critic, Ter- 
rence Des Pres, one of Wiesel’s admir- 
ers, wrote that Wiesel is “an artist always 
in service of the witness.” The problem 
seems to be that the witness is often in 
the service of the public image. 

All Rivers Run to the Sea frames 
Wiesel as a success story in spite of him- 
self. As a journalist, he interviews the 
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powerful — Golda Meir let him read her 
dispatches when she was Israel’s delegate 
to the UN — but writes that “events un- 
folded outside me and beyond my will. 
Very often I simply let myself be carried 
along.” 

Unfailingly self-deprecating and 
charming during the interview (he helped 
me on with my coat at the end), Wiesel 
was nonplused only when I asked if he 
was ambitious: “I never initiated any- 
thing; it has always come,” he said. “I’m 
still too bashful to start something. I’m 
afraid of being refused, which is why I 
don’t ask.” Wiesel’s vision of himself as 
Fate’s plaything saps the book of narra- 
tive energy as well as credibility. 

On occasion, we get a glimpse of the 
ego that may lie beneath the calm. 
Wiesel accuses literary critic Alfred 
Kazin of being “full of venom” because 
he implied in a review that Night, 
Wiesel’s autobiographical fiction based 
on his experience in Auschwitz, may 
contain incidents inserted for artistic 
heightening. Wiesel elaborates on his 
criticism of Kazin: “He is a man who 
has the arrogance to doubt the words of 
the victims. He has committed a mortal 
sin in the historical sense.” 

But does challenging beliefs about the 
Holocaust automatically make a critic a 
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revisionist? “Of course, there 
is a middle ground,” Wiesel 
explains, “but there is a limit 
and the limit is when you say 
that the witness is not telling 
the truth because you do not 
believe it.” That gets Wiesel 
into another paradox, howev- 
er: if all the memories of sur- 
vivors are true, what is to be 
made of Primo Levi, who 
writes in The Drowned and 
the Saved: “Human memory 
is a marvelous but fallacious 
instrument. The further

events fade into the past, the more con- 
struction of convenient truth grows and is 
perfected.” (Levi and Wiesel, it turned out 
after the war, were in the same barracks 
in Auschwitz.) Contradictions and 
constructions are inevitable; Wiesel, con- 
cerned about revisionism, seems to be 
saying that to doubt any aspect of the tes- 
timony is to deny the whole event. 

All Rivers Run to the Sea, like Wiesel’s 
other books, presents the Holocaust as a 
supernatural occurrence, an interpreta- 
tion Israeli novelist Aharon Appelfeld, in 
his essay collection Beyond Despair, 
writes is both “understandable” and 
“dangerous, from every point of view. 
Murder that was committed with evil in- 
tentions must not be interpreted in mys- 
tical terms.” 

Wiesel responds to that observation: 
“Look, mystical or not mystical, it 
doesn’t matter, people write about it 
{the Holocaust] the way they feel. And 
all are right. How can I tell a survivor of 
Auschwitz how to write about it? I do 
say that those who survived Auschwitz 
have greater authority to write about it a 
than those who weren’t there. Period. 
That is as far as I can go. Appelfeld 
wasn’t in Auschwitz, therefore there is a 
difference. Those who were there have a 
certain authority that others don’t have. 
It doesn’t mean that they are better peo- 
ple or worse people or superior people. 
They are not, I am not.” 

All Rivers Run to the Sea very gingerly 
raises the delicate issue of the relation- 
ship between Wiesel’s moral authority 
and political forces. (“Is it wise for a 
writer to come too close to power? Is it 
prudent to be a friend to princes? Natu- 
rally it depends on the writer.”) The au- 
thor, who didn’t become a well-known 
activist until the early ’70s, says that his 
next volume will “cause some trouble” for 
the powerful. 

Meanwhile, two incidents of prize-giv- 
ing have already caused some trouble for 
Wiesel, pointing up the problems inherent 
in a public figure’s insistence on political 
naiveté. At the height of the Gulf War, 
Wiesel handed the Elie Wiesel Founda- 
tion Award to George Bush for his hu- 
manitarianism. And he gave the 1991 Elie 
Wiesel Remembrance Award, usually re- 
served for Holocaust survivors who have 
contributed to the welfare of. the Jewish 
people, to Henry Kissinger, who emigrat- 
ed from Germany in 1938. 

Wiesel has no regrets about honoring 
Bush: “That was during the Gulf War and 
I was very much for the war because I felt 
Saddam Hussein needed to be defeated. 
Though Bush didn’t organize the alliance 
as soon as he should have, I thought he 
deserved it.” 

As for the award to Kissinger, who 
supported the 1969 secret incursion into 
Cambodia that many argue led to the 
Pol Pot massacres that Wiesel publicly 
condemned, the author was much less 
sanguine. “This prize was not given by 
me, but by Israel Bonds,” he explained. 
“I had nothing to do with it — a jury 
made the decision. The Israel Bond 
committee honored him for what he did 
during the [1973] Yom Kippur War; 
they thought it was good for him and 
would bring him closer to the Jewish 
people.”

* Night, by Elie Wiesel (Bantam, 1982). Pub- 
lished in the late 50s, Wiesel’s first (and for many crit- 
ics, his best) book is an autobiographical novel that fol- 
lows the author and his father into the bowels of 
Auschwitz. Whittled down and withering. 

* For Every Sin, by Aharon Appelfeld (Random 
House, 1990; paperback 1995). A survivor of a 
concentration camp in the Ukraine, the Israeli novelist 
draws on the Bible and Samuel Beckett in this surreal 
tale of a man stumbling through Europe with lacerat- 
ing memories of the Final Solution on his back. Ap- 
pelfeld’s recent collection of lectures, Beyond Despair 
(Fromm), offers a thoughtful alternative to Wiesel’s 
vision of the Holocaust as sacred. 

¢ Holocaust Testimonies, by Lawrence L. 
Langer (Yale University Press, 1991; paperback 
1993). A wrenching analysis of oral testimonies by 
Holocaust survivors. Langer argues that those who 
made it through created “an impromptu self,” follow- 
ing primal impulses in order to stay alive. An explo- 
ration of the complex state of the prisoners’ psycho- 
logical wreckage that eschews routine celebration of 
heroism in the face of mass murder. 

* The Drowned and the Saved, by Primo Levi 
(Vintage/Random House 1985). The Italian writ- 
er’s final book on his experience in Auschwitz is also 
his darkest meditation on how the camp broke down 
the moral reasoning of both seasoned and new prison- 
ers. 

* Writing and the Holocaust, edited by Berel 
Lang (Holmes & Meier, 1989). After decades of 
Holocaust memoirs, poetry, and novels, essay collec- 
tions about how the Holocaust affects literary expres- 
sion and the study of history were inevitable. Geared 
toward the general reader, Lang’s volume includes 
provocative critical pieces by Irving Howe, Cynthia 
Ozick, Terrence Des Pres, and Leslie Epstein. 

* Probing the Limits of Representation, edited 
by Paul Friedlander (Harvard University Press, 
1992). More on the Holocaust, literature, and history. 
This roundup is academic and sometimes jargon-rid- 
den (sample essay title: “On Emplotment: Two Kinds 
of Ruin”), but it’s generally worth the struggle. The 
collection hosts ivory-tower heavyweights Geoffrey 
Hartman, Hayden White, Martin Jay, and Italian histo- 
rian Carlo Ginzberg.

Wiesel promises he will talk about his regrets in the next 
volume of his memoirs. 

Meanwhile, the dilemma of where to apply moral au- 
thority persists. “For example,” Wiesel points out, “the 
horrible executions in Nigeria [of writer Ken Saro-Wiwa 
and eight others, on November 10]. Someone comes to me 
with something to sign. It just so happens that Nigerian 
playwright Wole Soyinka is a good friend of mine, and he 
told me it is safe to sign it. Now, am I sure I didn’t sign 
with the wrong group? There are 20 groups in Nigeria. I 
cannot know for sure, and that is troubling.” 

On controversies involving Israel, Wiesel remains silent. 
Despite his claim in All Rivers Run to the Sea that he dis- 
trusts “intellectual comfort,” the book omits episodes that 
might embarrass friends and the Jewish people. “Here is a 
case of partiality, I confess,” Wiesel says. “I rarely, rarely 
give advice to the Israeli government because I am not an 
Israeli. So you tell me that is wrong, perhaps. With the life 
I have had, I have seen so many Jews humiliated that I 
cannot bring myself to humiliate Israel, except for the fa- 
natics, who are obscene. I speak against them all the 
time.” As for American Jewish organizations, he has been 
outspoken only about their lack of response to the plight 
of the Jews during the Holocaust. | 

Wiesel plans to say more in the future: “I have a kind of 
black book that contains documents I have found through- || 
out the years that are very, very negative. These documents || 
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can wait; I am writing down a date when they can be pub- 
lished. It is not my style to attack people, but for the record 
the documents are there.” 

Wiesel insists he’s embarrassed by media homage to 
him as a figure of moral purity, tempered by the flames 
of the Holocayst. “I am not saint, not a god,” he says, 
though All Rivers Run to the Sea doesn’t do much to dis- 
pel the aura.

ON THE EDGE OF REASON, by

iroslav who? J didn’t 
know, and I wonder 
how many English 
speakers do. This, the 
novel’s jacket tells us, 
is “A Revived Modern Classic” from 1938. 

Krleza, a Croatian, an undeviating Marx- 
ist, the author of some 40 novels, plays, and 
books of poetry, and the doyen of Yugoslav 
writers, was born in Zagreb in 1893. All his 
| life he opposed bureaucracy and widened 
his intellectual horizons to take in such fig- 
ures as Galileo, Goya, and Michelangelo. 
He emerges a man of good will, a bien pen- 
sant with an almost Voltairean fixation on 
reason, which leads him not so much into 
trouble (after some early military misadven- 
tures) as to an apolitical contempt for the 
greedy, automatic maneuvers of politicos. 








| He is somewhere between Kafka and Eve- 
| lyn Waugh, not altogether a propagandist, 


but not an utter stylist either. 

Propaganda breaks through, and so does 
style (at least in Zora Depolo’s fluent trans- 
lation), but the question keeps recurring: 
how entertaining can the foes of bureaucra- 
cy be? It would be helpful to dismiss bu- 
reaucracy without having to exemplify it, 
but then what would be the point of invok- 
ing it at all? I wonder if, in literary art, we 
haven’t gone far beyond politics, which we 
now assume is self-evidently crass. Perhaps 
it is still worth attacking Nazism, but maybe 
Orwell’s onslaught on the authoritarian 
state does it for all of us, all systems and all 
power-mongering, from European kings to 


| present-day Republicans. 


A sly arguer might say: take the book 
not as an anti-political harangue but as a 
study in control freaks, reading it as wide- 
ly as possible. I can see how this might be 
done, but the book’s style — its argu- 
ment’s armamentarium — is narrow, 
flaunting too little cherry brandy, too few 
tin washbowls, chamber pots, ski soaps, 
regattas, and rubber boats. True, these do 
show up, especially on page 109, but not 
sufficiently to enable the book to resound 


| all the way to the absurd and back again. 


Krleza, intent on what’s wrong with Croa- 
tian politics, can’t fix his mind on what’s 
wrong with eecdinn human. If you compare

him with Terry Southern and Camus and 
Gregor von Rezzori and Ernst Jiinger, all 
of them analysts of political myth, he 
seems specialized in an overwrought way, 
infatuated with the dumb antics of his na- 
tive heath, like the scholarship boy doting 
on the slow-witted rednecks 
he left back home. 

This is to be hard on wit- 
ty, acute, courageous Kr- 
leza. I enjoyed his sardonic 
portraiture, but a strong in- 
fusion of Djuna Barnes’s 
Nightwood (1936) would 
make a more swinging novel 
of it, more of a self-analyz- 
ing slice of rant, closer to 
the monsters that slink 
around during the sleep of 
reason. The book is almost 
too genial, too repetitious. 

So, what happens? In 
1918 a certain Director- 
General Domacinski shoots 
at and kills four peasants 
who have invaded his prop- 
erty to plunder his wine cel- 
lar. It’s clear that, hypotheti- 
cally speaking, he wouldn’t 
have shot at four directors- 
general doing the same 
thing. During a rather hol- 
low social evening, the nar- 
rator, a respected, august, 
well-to-do lawyer in middle 
age, listens to the voice of his 
inner man and denounces 
the director-general to his 
face, exploding after a life- 
time’s quiescent fawning: 


At the table, with 
head bent, holding the 
polished glass stem in 
my right hand, absorbed 
in thought, completely 
calm, without any un- 
dertone betraying irrita- 
tion, more to myself than to anybody 
else, I absent-mindedly said that “it 
was all a crime, a bloody thing, moral 
insanity.” 


The paragraphs or repercussion that en- 
sue are among the finest in the novel; Krleza 
slows things up, letting the narrator’s words 
pollute the phony get-together, swiftly creat- 
ing a hyperbolic scenario with the simple 
formula “Thereupon it was rumored in the 
town that, infuriated, almost mad, I had 
yelled at the top of my lungs, that I had 
jumped and pulled the tablecloth . . . and 
dashed into the vineyard like a werewolf.” 
The imaginary future thus thickens the 
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event, enabling Krleza to develop respons- 
es almost like a fastidious French New 
Novelist, hungering for and lingering on 
the minutest detail while the besmirched 
director-general lights his third Havana 
and waits. Then he asks the narrator what 
was bloody and what was the crime in 
question, but not before having ceremoni- 
ously puffed. The match continues to 
burn, tightening the wait. The narrator 
goes blustering on and the honcho says, 
“Then you approve of the burglary? If 
that’s so, I regret not having shot you too, 
as the fifth.” 

It’s a movie, with close-up Eisenstein 
faces mouthing and contorting amid the 
drunken guffaws, the slurred asides. See 
how he presents the scene, and how he in- 
corporates into it another presenter less 
than himself but therefore more demotic: 





It was still my turn to speak. The 
faces around the table were stiff, as if 
they were being photographed by a 
clumsy beginner in photography who 
never appeared from beneath the 
black cloth while he waited for his ap- 
paratus to click so that life could con- 
tinue to murmur in wine-drinking, 
amid stupidity, laughter, moonlight, 
to fly like the moth that, after a fear- 
ful struggle, soared out of the milky 
lamp and disappeared beyond the 
vault of the veranda, high above our 
heads, into the green distances of a 
warm September night.

The narrator manages to preserve his righ- 
teous arrogance, even when Domacinski’s 
“hoarse bass” asks him to retract and 
apologize. It is a lovingly rendered tableau, 
both epic and climactic, Krleza at his best. 
Trial, jail, and ignominy follow, and 
Krleza proves to what degree people be- 
come ruminative once you get them be- 
hind bars (though, of course, less con- 
ventionally, they can be made to ruminate 
just as well, if more hectically, while fac- 
ing a speeding truck). He revels in his 
mouthpiece’s decline and fall, his gradual 
disinclination to split appearance from re- 
ality, his lambent introversion bordering 
on the delirium in which he begins his 
novel. Two vivid, preposterous women en- 
ter his musings: Jadviga, his temporary 
mistress, and Valent, his cell-mate. Just as 
the future invades the scene that triggers 
ROBERT PRIEST the novel, so does the 
past (an early bout with 
VD) come back to slan- 
der him (“I was a dis- 
eased pervert who had 
infected his own wife”). 
It’s a novel about the 
power of gossip and the 
temptations of passivity; 
and, because Erasmus 
wrote In Praise of Folly 
(1509), it’s an Erasmian 
novel as well, every now 
and then flashing into 
color, as in the view of 
Domacinski, “mild and 
soft as glycerine, in an 
unusually green moon- 
light,” and sometimes 
emitting a jangle of un- 
mitigated nitwittery: 
“Amalia Aquacurti-Sar- 
vas-Daljski, the widow of 
the Austrian General 
Aquacurti, all of whose 
grandfathers and great- 
grandfathers had died in 
asylums showing signs of 
megalomania and pre- 
tending to have been em- 
perors, popes, or admi- 
rals. . . .” Not the least 
part of the farce is the 
narrator’s anonymity. 
There is a lovely reverie 
about wax; a keen volun- 
tary in which the narrator 
wonders how he can have 
offended Europe (as they 
claim he has); and a 
Beckettian triplet about 
Jadviga: “solid, dear, wit- 
ty.” Her elbows are “as cool as camphor.” 
The marvel about this novel is that, for 
all its restrictedness and Balkan didacti- 
cism, it remains in the mind as blatant as a 
tattooed orange, ever perched close to wit, 
and empirically crisp, from “green lights 
on foggy railroad tracks” to “a goitrous 
woman” who “bleated like a kid while her 
goiter jumped like a living thing out of her 
dirty collar.” The eloquent, imagistic last 
20 pages tilt On the Edge of Reason into 
being a suavely European work whose 
burden evokes Erasmus in spades: “They 
may attack me with an army of six hun- 
dred syllogisms; and if I do not recant, 
they will proclaim me a heretic.” Q

Black writers have excelled at 
mystery and multiple realities

SPOOKS, SPIES, AND PRIVATE 
EYES: BLACK MYSTERY, CRIME, 
AND SUSPENSE FICTION OF THE 
20TH CENTURY, edited by Paula L. 
Woods. Doubleday, 339 pages, $23.95. 


ver since the glory days of 
the Harlem Renaissance, se- 
rious black fiction has been 
held in high regard by the 
general reading public. But 
black writers of popular fiction — especial- 
ly mystery writers — have long been 
stepchildren of the publishing industry. Un- 
til the commercial breakthrough of Walter 
Mosley’s Easy Rawlins series, many who- 
dunit fans would have been hard-pressed to 
name a single black mystery writer. 

That’s why the appearance of Spooks, 
Spies, and Private Eyes is such a happy oc- 
casion. Editor Paula Woods, the co-author 
of I, Too, Sing America: The African 
American Book of Days (Workman, 
1992), has assembled an eclectic collec- 





tion of 22 short stories that should foster a 
new appreciation of this neglected genre. 

Spooks begins with “Talma Gordon,” 
written in 1900 by Pauline E. Hopkins, a 
playwright and novelist, and editor of the 
Colored American Magazine, the first 
African-American journal established in 
the 20th century. In this story, a young 
woman learns that her father — a cur- 
mudgeonly retired sea captain — intends 
to disinherit her. When he turns up later 
with a slashed throat, she stands trial for 
his murder. 

“Talma Gordon” is a classic example of 
the “tragic mulatto” theme that was once a 
staple in black popular fiction: an extreme- 
ly light-skinned black character tries to 
“pass” for white, or gets adopted by a 
white family that doesn’t know about that 
character’s racial heritage. 

One of the key elements of any success- 
ful mystery is the writer’s ability to blur the 
line between appearance and reality; as 
readers, we enter the story knowing that 
things are not as they appear and we look 
for cracks in the characters’ facades that 
help us identify the culprits. For black peo- 
ple, literal survival has often depended on 
this same ability to juggle multiple realities 
— to offer the white world (and sometimes 
one another) — a fagade that is often very

different from one’s inner reality. This par- 
allel gives crime stories set in the black 
community a powerful political and emo- 
tional subtext that becomes apparent in a 
well-chosen collection like Spooks. 

No anthology of this kind would be 
complete without a contribution from 
George Schuyler, one of the great fig- 
ures of the Harlem Renaissance. 
Schuyler wrote serialized mystery and 
adventure stories for the Pittsburgh 
Courier that were meant to generate 
African-American support for the cause 
of liberating Ethiopia from Italian fas- 
cism. In his day, the fact that Schuyler 
simply portrayed black people function- 
ing with competence and courage in 
their dealings with white society was a 
strong political statement. 

“The Shoemaker Murder” is a straight- 
ahead mystery in which Harlem detective 
sergeant Henry Burns searches for the killer 
of a local shopkeeper. This story features all 
the Schuyler trademarks: complex plotting; 
an intelligent, resourceful black protagonist; 
and a taut, no-nonsense writing style. 

“Spilled Salt,” by BarbaraNeeley, ex-

Despite some misgivings, Paris answers the 
call, and discovers that Fearless needs help 
to get his girlfriend, Deletha, out of a jam 
with the owner of a club she’s been singing 
in. Of course, no one gives Paris the whole 
story, and he lives to regret that he didn’t 
run for the next bus home the moment he 
first laid eyes on Deletha. 

Mosley’s work has clearly been influ- 
enced by another writer who appears in 
this collection: Chester Himes, the 
granddaddy of black crime-fiction writ- 
ers and one of the most under-appreciat- 
ed figures in American fiction. Himes, 
who moved to France in 1953 after he 
despaired of making a living as a writer 
in the United States, had no equal at 
mixing black anger, racial politics, and 
crime and serving it up with tight, spare 
prose. “His Last Day” is a tense and 
sobering account of a black con who 
tries to keep up a brave front on the day 
of his execution. 

If Spooks, Spies, and Private Eyes merely 
entertained, it would be well worth the 
reader’s time. But one can’t read these 
stories without being amazed at the re- 
silience their characters exhibit in a world 
that often refuses to play fair. And when 
they can’t win, at least they can go out like 
Himes’s protagonist, who dies “with a 
sneer on his lips and a mocking, devil- 
may-care spirit in his stride.” Q

verse and prose. Two new collections, 
Glass, Irony and God and Plainwater, 
gather a rangy sample of her work. To- 
gether they come to 400 pages. I wish 
there were more. Carson is the most elu- 
sive, reflective, intriguing new poet I 
have read all year. With her feints, foot- 
notes, and anonymity, she reminds me of 
Nabokov — or, better, of Eliot, “the In- 
visible Poet,” as Hugh Kenner called 
him. And since her work invokes Apollo 
| Loxias (the “god of few words and con-

Carson asks herself, in an age that sniffs 
out the family romance and literary 
sources of such song from its first 
notes? Write it as fiction, or call it an 
essay, or both, and you slip your lyric 
through the cracks in irony’s armor. 
The narrator’s learning lets her see her- 
self more clearly. The poet’s head-fakes 
mask, and bare, the heart. 

Most of Glass, Irony and God is in 
verse, either narrative or aphoristic and 
philosophical. (The one exception, “The 
Gender of Sound,” is the cleanly argued 
essay that taught me about Apollo Loxi- 
as and ololyga. It grows speculative, 
prophetic, even poetic by the close.) 
Plainwater, by contrast, is mostly in 
prose — but it loses no intellectual 
torque or emotional power. Carson’s 
“Short Talks,” for example, are a set of 
one-paragraph prose poems that take 
the common carbon of the essay and 
squeeze it into diamond. What dazzles is 
the breadth of her knowledge, cut by the 
rigorous wit of her technique. 

Take a look at “On the Rules of Perspec- 
tive,” a paragraph on Braque, a portrait of 
the Cubist as a minor-league Othello: 


A bad trick. Mistake. Dishonesty. 
These are the views of Braque. Why? 
Braque rejected perspective. Why? 
Someone who spends his life drawing 
profiles will end up believing that 
man has one eye, Braque felt. Braque 
wanted to take full possession of his 
objects. He said as much in pub- 
lished interviews. Watching the small 
shiny planes of the landscape recede 
out of his grasp filled Braque with 
loss so he smashed them. Nature 
morte, said Braque. 


The painter would rather see Nature 
dead than feel the shame of its being be- 
yond him, ungraspable, something he 
can’t take “full possession” of. 

His petulant declaration “nature 
morte” — the French for “still life” — 
turns out to be a bad trick in its own 
right: as dishonest as that glib modernist 
quip about portrait painters. And yet, 
just as you want to conclude that Cubism 
tried to kill nature, but wounded only 
art, Carson’s expert use of Cubist tech- 
niques in her prose keeps things compli- 
cated. Carson packs an essay, even a 
book into this short talk. (Call it Modern 
Art and the Refusal of Shame.) Other

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talks, on Kafka, on Camille Claudel, on 
the Mona Lisa, share its flair and density. 

In the last of the “Short Talks,” Car- 
son says she writes to be “as wrong as 
possible.” As an ars poetica, this calls 
Stein to mind: the Stein of Tender But- 
tons, who found that taking care to write 
“wrongly” paradoxically gave her work 
an “incredible justice and likeness.” One 
hears a Steinese accent in several “Short 
Talks,” and still more in the “verbal pho- 
tographs” that make up “The Life of 
Towns” (in Plainwater). But Carson’s 
“wrongness” lies more in its deft textual 
weaving of truth and fiction than in 
Stein’s Cubist shuffle and breakdown. 
The narrator of “Just for the Thrill: An 
Essay on the Difference Between Men 
and Women” writes journal entries that 
cite lines from the Bible and Wittgenstein 
as “classical Chinese wisdom.” You'd 
follow her voice anywhere, but you can’t 
quite trust her. An appendix lets you spot 
the parallels between her entries and the 
maps drawn by a certain Lady Cheng in 
1553 — but who wrote the appendix? 
And is there, at that, a Lady Cheng? 

If Carson merely built such mazes, she

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Thurber’s slow singe of wit 
packs its own ta-pocketa

JAMES THURBER: HIS LIFE AND 
TIMES, by Harrison Kinney. Henry 
Holt, 1238 pages, $40. 


ames Thurber is a survivor. 
In his prose and his cartoons, 
he withstands the venomous 
tongue and emasculating 
stare of the Thurber Woman. 
In bookstores today, he holds on while the 
humor section is overrun by Letterman, 
Seinfeld, and other TV Guide cover mod- 
els. Thurber’s colleagues from the glory 
days of American humor (unphotogenic 
types such as Benchley, Parker, and Perel- 
man) are gone, but Thurber and his draw- 
ings of meek husbands and sympathetic 
bloodhounds still occupy a few lonely 
inches of shelf space. Luckily, he’s getting 
some new attention this month, the 100th 
anniversary of his birth, with the publica- 
tion of James Thurber: His Life and Times, 
a massive biography by Harrison Kinney. 
Much of Thurber’s best work came in 
the form of a New Yorker invention called 
the casual — a short essay or story written 
in the tone of a-friendly letter, albeit with 
the full force of that magazine’s grammari- 
ans and fact-checkers behind it. Thurber 
and other writers of the late 1920s were 
part of the shift toward the vernacular in 
American humor, in contrast to Mark 
Twain and other late-19th-century writers 
who used dialects as a comic device, which 
was a reaction to the baroque language of 
English humorists. (Since then, humor 
pieces written in anything other than the 
author’s natural voice have been about as 
common as Latin mass after the Vatican II 
conference.) But few have approached the 
graceful chaos of Thurber’s My Life and 
Hard Times, an extremely unreliable auto- 
| biography and possibly the finest book of 
American humor written in this century. 
My Life and Hard Times isn’t a great 
source of one-liners. The humor generally 
builds through misunderstandings that are 
layered on top of each other, or through 
absurd repetitions. In the chapter called 
“Draft Board Nights,” Thurber is caught 
in a bureaucratic loop: he is repeatedly or- 
dered to report for military service, but 
he’s rejected as physically unfit over and 
over again by the same doctors. Once, he 
picks up a stethoscope and begins examin- 
ing the recruits himself. (“That, of course, 
was before I took my clothes off; I might 
| have managed it naked, but I doubt it. . ... 





I began by making each of them hold his © 


breath and then say ‘mi, mi, mi, mi,’ until I 
noticed [Dr.] Ridgeway looking at me cu- 
riously.”) 

In “The Dog That Bit People,” 
Thurber’s mother hosts a dinner party 
| while coping with an epidemic of mice and 
an Airedale determined to sink his teeth 
into anything on two legs: 


[S]he put down a lot of little dishes 
with food in them on the pantry floor 
so that the mice would be satisfied 
with that and wouldn’t come into the 
dining room. Muggs stayed out in the 
pantry with the mice, lying on the 
floor, growling to himself — not at the 
mice, but about all the people in the 
next room that he would have liked to 
get at... It made her so mad to see 
Muggs lying there, oblivious of the 
mice — they came running up to her 
— that she slapped him and he 
slashed at her, but didn’t make it. He 
was sorry immediately, mother said. 
He was always sorry, she said, after he 
bit someone, but we could not under- 
stand how she figured this out. He 
didn’t act sorry. 


The style of writing may be casual, but it’s 
not easy. Even the punctuation is perfect; 
it’s impossible to read Thurber without 
falling into the inflections and pauses that 
he intended. 

Today’s most popular humorists may

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work in the vernacular, but they share lit- 
tle else with Thurber. Bestsellers by Jerry 
Seinfeld, Tim Allen, and Ellen DeGeneres 
retain the staccato style of their stage 
performances. The publishers of these 
books could help us out by sprinkling 
throughout the text little battery-operated 
laugh tracks (just like those electronic 
greeting cards that sing “Happy Birth- 
day” when you press a button). And 
though most of these comics echo 
Thurber’s “little man” persona, trying to 
cope with bull-headed authority figures 
or the baffling behavior of the opposite 
sex, we still sense the confidence of peo- 
ple able to bare their souls in public and 
not hide behind the printed word. 

Even humor writers who didn’t start out 
on the stage now adopt the ironic distance 
of a Letterman or Leno. Dave Barry con- 
stantly winks at the reader in the same way 
David Letterman smirks and plays with his 
tie to get a laugh when a joke falls flat. For 
instance, Barry likes to insist, sarcastically, 
that he is “not making this up” in particu- 
larly fanciful columns. Thurber invented 
half the stuff about his family in My Life 
and Hard Times, but he had the sense not 
to go on about it in print. 

There are a few current writers who 
match Thurber in some respects. Garrison 
Keillor’s short stories effectively chronicle 
the war between men and women in the 
era of the sensitive male. Calvin Trillin 


manages shrewd topical observations that SEAL STORY: 


somehow never become dated. Veronica 
Geng shares Thurber’s skill at reporting 
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cooked the meal and did the dishes, 
you were allowed to use your plate 
however you liked. It made sense to us. 


Thurber and Sedaris also have the abili- 
ty to create characters with the conviction 
of their impossible fantasies. In Thurber’s 
most popular story, “The Secret Life of 
Walter Mitty,” a henpecked husband es- 
capes a shopping trip by imagining himself 
as a surgeon, “the greatest pistol shot in 
the world,” and a Navy pilot (“The pound- 
ing of the cylinders increased: ta-pocketa- 
pocketa-pocketa-pocketa—pocketa.”). 
The fantasies in Sedaris’s tales, such as 
having sex with Mike Tyson and Charlton 
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ries and essays (“embarrassingly deriva- 
tive”), all the better to point out when the 
author hit his mark. Also included are long 
excerpts from Thurber’s letters, many of 
them maudlin and self-centered, to the 
various women in his life. (“Do you think 
it is a simple matter to give one’s whole 
heart away?,” he writes to Eva Prout, a 
woman he pursued from the seventh grade 
until he was almost 40. “Shouldn’t I natu- 
rally, despite myself, want to hurt you if 
you never care for me?”) 

Thurber’s attitudes toward women are 
prominent in any serious study of him as a 
writer. His most frequent entry in dictio- 
naries of quotations is the remark that

He won over 
his skeptical faculty adviser by 
bringing out parallels between 
Thurber and James Joyce, then a 
more respected literary figure. (If 
you've been defeated by Ulysses 
but haven’t yet tried Thurber, ig- 
nore the previous sentence.) Kin- 
ney was himself a reporter for the

But the writer I’d most like to see with 
his own version of My Life and Hard 
Times is David Sedaris, the gay apartment 
cleaner and National Public Radio com- 
mentator from New York. So far, he has 
only a handful of personal essays in print, 
in Barrel Fever (Little, Brown, 1994). 
They display Thurber’s patience in setting 
a mood without resorting to quick gags, as 
in this piece about his mother’s smoking 
habits: 


She smoked in the bathtub, where we'd 
find her drowned butts lined up in a 
neat row beside the shampoo bottle. 
She smoked through meals, and often 
used her half-empty plate as an ash- 
tray. Mom's theory was that if you 


this book dealing with that maga- 
zine are the most vivid. Since 
then, he has written children’s books and 
spent 20 years as a business writer at IBM. 

James Thurber: His Life and Times is 
clearly the achievement of Kinney’s life- 
time — cleanly written, exhaustively re- 
searched, and well-indexed. Kinney per- 
sonally interviewed Thurber and dozens of 
his contemporaries; and Thurber’s daugh- 
ter, Rosemary, gave him access to private 
letters and other material in the Thurber 
estate. It is an essentially forgiving book. 
Thurber’s bouts of drunken boorishness, 
for example, are mostly chalked up to 
artistic temperament. (“A volatile person 
like Thurber operates at a manic high oth- 
ers have to drink to reach. Alcohol sent 
Thurber into outer space.”) And much of 
Thurber’s intermittent bitterness is traced 
to the childhood accident that cost him 
one eye and was a possible cause of his 
near-total blindness later in life. 

Kinney is probably toughest on Thurber 
as a writer, and he often cites weaker sto- 


one of Thurber’s most famous cartoons, it bore the 
caption “All right, Have It Your Way — You Heard a Seal Bark!” 


“Word has somehow got around that the 
split infinitive is always wrong. That is of a 
piece with the shOpworn notion that it is 
always wrong to strike a lady.” Kinney de- 
scribes the Thurber Woman of stories and 
cartoons as “predatory,” “menacing,” and 
“hateful.” But he largely absolves the 
twice-married Thurber of genuine misogy- 
ny — unless that affliction can be defined 
as holding women to higher standards. 
“Foolish and empty-headed talk from a 
woman made him feel more let down than 
that sort of talk from a man,” daughter 
Rosemary explains. 

Thurber claimed his writing was more 
popular among women, and that he had 
“feminine” qualities himself — which, to 
his continued chagrin, meant that women 
often pursued him as a friend rather than 
as a lover. And in contrast to characters in 
contemporary novels and films, the 
Thurber Woman is never a victim. Even in 
the story “Mr. Preble Gets Rid of His 
Wife,” when the Thurber Man informs his 
spouse he intends to kill her with a shovel, 
Mrs. Preble takes command of the situa- 
tion: “Do you want to leave a great big 
clue right here? . . . Go out in the street 
and find some piece of iron or something 
— something that doesn’t belong to you.” 

Kinney also touches on Thurber’s poli- 
tics, stage fright, and relations with his 
family (his two emotionally stunted broth- 
ers invite comparisons to cartoonist R. 
Crumb’s family). All this may be too much 
for casual Thurber fans, especially because 
James Thurber: His Life and Times is slow 
going for the first few hundred pages. A 
good alternative is a 1994 book, Neil A. 
Grauer’s bare-bones Remember Laughter: 
A Life of James Thurber (University of Ne- 
braska Press, 204 pages, $20). Grauer of- 
fers a nice summation of Thurber’s work 
and glides over much of what is disputed 
about the author’s personal life. It’s a good 
way to get the essentials fixed in your 
mind before plunging into Kinney’s work.

As Thurber grew older, and his sight 
worsened, his emphasis on fantasy in- 
creased, and he even began writing chil- 
dren’s stories. But strange fears and de- 
sires were always central to his work. 
Plenty of Thurber’s characters become 
convinced of the impossible in the course 
of a short story, but almost no one is ever 
talked out of anything. In “The Day the 
Dam Broke,” the entire citizenry of the 
East Side of Columbus flees from a non- 
existent tidal wave. When militiamen drive 
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through town with megaphones announc- 
ing “The dam has not broken,” Thurber 
writes, “many stampeders thought the sol- 
diers were bellowing ‘The dam has now 
broken!,’ thus setting an official seal of au- 
thentication on the calamity.” 

Thurber the writer may seem to be 
mocking these characters, but Thurber the 
illustrator makes clear where his sympa- 
thies lie. He tells of his grandmother’s 
“groundless fears,” including “the horrible 
suspicion that electricity was dripping in- 
visibly all over the house,” but there it is 
on the next page: a drawing of an elderly 
woman staring up at a chandelier that’s 
missing a light bulb — and little lightning 
bolts are falling from it like snow. In one 
of his best-known New Yorker cartoons, a 
couple are in bed, and the irritated wife 
(there’s rarely any other kind with 
Thurber) snaps, “All right, Have It Your 
Way — You Heard a Seal Bark!” You can 
figure out what’s peering over the head- 
board. 

And in case things aren’t perfectly clear, 
Thurber includes in Fables for Our Time a 
parable called “The Moth and the Star,” in 
which a moth spends each night trying to 
fly to a star he thinks is “just caught in the 
top branches of an elm.” His father 
ridicules him: “All your brothers have been 
badly burned flying around street lamps 
... get out of here and get yourself 
scorched!” The moth never makes it to the 
star, but he outlives everyone in his family. 

Unfortunately, most humorists prefer 
hanging around the street lamps — pro- 
ducing observations about everyday life 
(“Did you ever notice . . . ?”) and refer- 
ences to popular culture that have no reso- 
nance after a few years. That’s why ae aes 
Thurber, having made it to 100, has a et oS 
fighting chance of outlasting the Top 10 — 
lists and Truly Tasteless Jokes all around 
him. Q “HOME?” was all the caption said. A frightening place dominated by the Thurber Woman.

DEVOTION, by Botho Strauss. Trans- 
lated by Sophie Wilkins.

A successful playwright in Germany, 

Botho Strauss had his moment in the sun 
of English translation in the late ’70s, 
when Farrar, Straus and Giroux published 
his wiry drama about spiritual dislocation, 
Big and Little, and his third novel, Devo- 
tion, a stark tale of a man who retreats 
into himself after a love affair ends. Be- 
cause he was satirical, essayistic, richly al- 
lusive, Strauss was cast back into the 
shadows in America; a translation of his 
1980 novel, Tumult, was available only in 
England. Hydra Books is bringing Devo- 
| tion back into print (though not Big and 
Little), along with Strauss’s later, un- 
translated prose works, including the 
crystalline stories in Couples, Passersby 
(1981) and Living, Glimmering, Lying 
(1994) and the ambitious but lumpy The 
| Young Man (1984). 
Those familiar with the obsessive in- 
| troversion of the postwar generation — 
| Peter Handke, Thomas Bernhard, and 
Ingeborg Bachmann — will be galva- 
| nized by Strauss’s fragmentary narra- 
| tives, explorations of the self that zigzag 
| from concrete detail to philosophical 
lyricism, his spic-and-span prose pro- 
pelled by a self-consciousness that mixes 
corrosive irony with a embryonic desire 
for the transcendent. 

Strauss, born in 1944 in what soon 
became West Germany, discarded the 
socialist realism of the "60s for the New 
Subjectivity of the late ’70s; the move- 
ment called for a return to an examina- 
| tion of the self after years of polemical 
art. The paradox that informs Devotion 
as well as Strauss’s other work is that 
| studying the self heightens the sensation 
of its insubstantiality. Indeed, self- 
scrutiny destroys the sense of the self as 
a discrete entity. 

In Devotion, Strauss rejects the sugges- 

tion that self-scrutiny is escapist: rather, it

No other kind of common break- 
down, such as sickness or bankruptcy 
or failure in one’s profession, stirs up 
so deep and cruel an echo in the un- 
conscious as a separation.

It grips us in the deepest reaches of 
life itself. 


Devotion includes a third-person nar- 
ration that adds slapstick comedy to the 
journal’s narcissism. The jilted Romeo no 
longer washes; he spends hours staring at 
television, and he cultivates his despair 
because it makes him write. Unlike televi- 
sion’s meaningless flicker, writing 
promises a redemption from psychic col- 
lapse. Ironically, though, the introspec- 
tion that accompanies it may hasten that 
collapse, and literature may heighten our 
alienation from the world by evoking lev- 
els of feeling that reality can rarely satis- 
fy. Schroubek “simply could no longer 
judge whether his intensified note-taking 
was actually deepening his hurt or be- 
coming a cure for it.” 

Devotion is an agile analysis of the state 
of the self drowning in information — and 
the possibility of being rescued by art.

homage to film captures with passion, elo- 
quence, humor, and insight the artists who 
are compelled to project their visions onto 
a screen and the generations of audiences 
that have been moved to watch them. 

The reason for Projections 4'/2’s suc- 
cess might have something to do with its 
origins. This year is also the 40th an- 
niversary of Positif, one of France’s most 
influential film publications. As its editor, 
Michel Ciment, points out in his intro- 
duction to the book, Positif has followed

the principle of including only posi- 
tive criticism, and accepting contri- 
butions from anyone based exclu- 
sively on the quality of the writing 
and the integrity of the writer’s 
opinion. Thus the magazine has as- 
sembled a disparate pantheon of 
filmmakers whom they have sup- 
ported over the years. When the edi- 
tors asked these icons to write on 
their favorite director, actor, or film, 
the response was heterogeneous in 
choice but uniform in enthusiasm, 
intelligence, and inventiveness. 

Take Robert Altman and the Coen 
brothers on the subject of actors. 
Nowhere does Altman better describe 
the magic that happens between him 
and his cast on the set (his discus- 
sion of Shelley Duvall’s feral perfor- 
mance in Three Women is especially 
touching). The Coens’ description of 
their favorite is as gleefully perverse 
and misanthropic as the best of their 
films (he’s a bit actor who happened 
to have the false teeth needed for a 
crucial gag). 

Sadder is the embittered but brave 
report from Elia Kazan that begins: 
“Question: Why have I disappeared 


| from the film world?” More reas- 


suring is a remembrance from 
Michael Almereyda (Nadja) of the 
late Derek Jarman. “I was amazed 
to see such momentum, emotion 
and life sustained in a film,” he 
writes of his response to Jarman’s 
The Last of England. “| left the the- 
atre feeling exhilarated.” 
That’s why people have been going 
since 1895.

Literary lite 


101 UNUSELESS JAPANESE IN- 
VENTIONS, by Kenji Kawakami. 
W.W. Norton & Company, 160 
pages, $10.95 paper. 

You're stirring your coffee, and 
want to scoop out the last bit of non- 
dairy creamer from that tall jar in the 
office kitchen. But your spoon is a 
couple inches too short. Sure, you 
could just shake some powder out, 
but wouldn’t it be nice to have... a 
telescoping spoon? 

Welcome to the world of 
chindogu. The word, Japanese for 
“odd tool,” describes the comic pa- 
rade of objects that fills 101 Unuse- 
less Japanese Inventions, a paper- 
back book posing as a catalogue of 
all those things you wish you had 
but — well, maybe they’re not 
worth the trouble. Are they real? 
Yes. Can you buy them? No, and 
that’s the point. For the pure absurd 
joy of it, Kenji Kawaka- 
mi, along with other 
members of his Interna- 
tional Chindogu Society, 
spend their time think- 
ing up and building 
items like the telescop- 


toothbrush, the portable 
crosswalk. 

The best chindogu are 
elegant in design, teetering 
uncertainly between useful 
and pointless. 101 Unuse- 
less Japanese Inventions il- 
lustrates each item with 
full-color photos and a 
tongue-in-cheek caption. 
The photos are often the 
most amusing part, featur- 
ing ordinary Japanese citi- 
zens gamely going about 
their business while using 
some bizarre device like

umbrella, for instance, or roll-on but- 
ter. The former is a sheet of clear vinyl 
that drapes like a cylindrical shower 
curtain from a regular umbrella. The 
latter — butter packaged like a glue 
stick — one suspects is saved from 
being genuinely salable only by its ap- 
parently destructive effect on bread. 
And what woman hasn’t wished for 
the “temporary ladies room convert- 





er,” an international “woman” symbol 
to stick on the door of that temptingly 
unoccupied men’s restroom? 
Chindogu cross the Pacific remark- 
ably well. If anything, the Japanese 
seem to outstrip our own notorious 
mania for convenience — and manage 
to laugh at themselves in the process. 
(They’re particularly strong in the 
realms of fish-slicing, tidy housekeep- 
ing, and avoiding embarrassment and 
discourtesy.) The society that created 
these chindogu seems a bit compulsive, 
but also quite pleasant — one wonders 
if an American counterpart of the many 
devices here for subway riders (like the 
Subway Sleeper’s Chin Stand) 
wouldn’t be designed to repel fellow 
commuters rather than accommodate 
the user more comfortably among 
them. We'll have to wait for 101 Un- 
useless American Inventions to find 
out, although those goodies will proba- 
bly be on the Home Shopping Channel 
before the book hits the shelves.

By now it’s impossible to have 
missed the book — or rather, the pub- 
lishing phenomenon — Politically 
Correct Bedtime Stories, James Finn 
Garner’s impressive attempt to purge 
the fairy-tale canon of its sexist, clas- 
sist, and anthropocentric agenda. 
Through assiduous ap- 
plication of inclusive 
language, the right- 
thinking Mr. Garner 
created a charming, 
ideologically sound 
chrestomathy for our 
youngsters, and the 
success of his book — 
and its sequel, Once 
Upon a More Enlight- 
ened Time — can be 
counted a testament to 
the American people’s 
rejection of a Grimm 
and long-outdated value 
system. 

Readers will be 
pleased to hear that 
Mr. Garner has, in re- 
cent months, been any- 
thing but idle. (Not, of 
course, to criticize 
idleness per se as a 
lifestyle choice.) He 
has turned his atten- 
tions to another repos- 
itory of Dead White 
Male morality, and has 
produced another gem: 
Politically Correct Hol- 
iday Stories. 

The very subject of 
the holidays, with their 
explicitly religious and 
consumerist associa- 
tions, is a problematic 
one, but Mr. Garner 
addresses it deftly, improving on 
Clement C. Moore with “’Twas the 
Night Before Solstice,” and on Gene 
Autry with “Frosty the Persun of 
Snow.” In this story, the lovably an- 
drogynous Frosty organizes a march 
of snow people on Washington to 
save the ozone layer. The lachrymose 
ending, in which Frosty is reduced to 
slush under the studio lights of a na- 
tionally televised interview and the 
persuns-of-snow movement subse- 
quently collapses in an argument 
about how best to uphold the 
founder’s legacy, carries a lesson that 
is timeless, or relevant, or something. 

With due respect to Mr. Garner’s 
desire to break free of the stifling exi- 
gencies of rhyme and meter, one 
does wish he were a somewhat 
stronger poet. Admirable though its 
sentiment may be, the stanza de- 
scribing Santa’s speech — “ ‘Now 
Donder, now Blitzen,’ and other 
such aliases/Showing his true Euro- 
centric biasts” — is hardly likely to 
stick in the heads of 
the impressionable 
children who need 
most to internalize 
these messages. But 
young readers will 
treasure his more 
memorable couplets: 
“The children were 
nestled all snug in 
their beds/Dreaming 
of lentils and warm 
whole-grain breads.” 

But this is a mere 
quibble. Garner is 
striking a powerful 
blow for the forces of, 
er, right. Children will
